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RESERVE DEPOSIT LAW RECOMMENDED. 


SomE people think that the reserve deposit 
law of Iowa, Indiana and several other states 
would be a good thing for New York, or at 
least that the state should have some hand in 
the actual custody of the funds. It is not so 
much the danger of a defalcation that it is 
needed to guard against as the manipula- 
tion of the securities in various irregular 
ways. For instance, it was shown that 
the New York Lire in 1900 had made a 
“dummy” transfer of $700,000 worth of New 
York city bonds, which by the terms of issue 
were exempt from taxation to the CENTRAL 
NATIONAL bank, and had received in exchange 
the bank’s check. This it held in place of the 
bonds until they had served the purpose of 
the transaction, which was to save someone 
from paying taxes on $700,000. There are 
many dangerous practices which might grow 
up in connection with the handling of reserve 
funds, and it is a question whether it would 
not be best to have a reserve deposit law that 
would be compulsory. The state already has 
one, such as it is, but under it companies may 
register policies or not as they see fit.

TRYING TO FOOL THE PUBLIC, 


Tue Nebraska Life Underwriters Associa- 
ion has decided unanimously that the Ne- 
raska life companies ought to be investigated. 
the better to disguise their real object, these 
ntlemen declared in favor of investigations 
enerally and expressed deep solicitude for 
he safety and welfare of policyholders in Ne- 
‘aska companies and intimated that it might 
necessary to change the laws in order to 
otect them. 
To judge from the resolutions themselves, 
e intent in passing them was to arouse sus- 
‘cions against the Nebraska companies by 
getting before the public the statement that 
‘hese companies “used between 34 and 48 per- 
nt of their entire income for expense of 
management, while the companies investigated 
the New York legislative committee and 
‘hose most severely criticised have used for 
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that purpose less than half .as much.” From 
this the public is expected to draw the con- 
clusion: “Therefore, the Nebraska companies 
are more than’ twice as extravagant as the 
New York companies, which was to be 
proved,” and which the framers of the resolu- 
tion know cannot be substantiated. 

The men who adopted the resolutions are 
for the most part experienced life under- 
writers. As such, they know perfectly well 
that no fair comparison can be made on the 
basis of expense to income between young 
companies having small assets to earn an in- 
come and comparatively little old business to 
pay premiums, but which are writing a large 
new business on which the commission ex- 
pense is heavy, and the old companies with 
large interest and renewal premium incomes 
and whose commissions for new business may 
amount to only a little more than those paid 
by the young company. Such comparisons 
will do to hoodwink the public and create sus- 
picions, but to promulgate them is unworthy 
of reputable men. 

The life underwriters in Nebraska and at 
some other points in the west would better 
attend strictly to their knitting. Attempts to 
create more suspicions in the public mind, 
when it is already too full of them, cannot 
result otherwise than ‘detrimentally to the 
business, 

The west has a lot of good companies and 
the people of this section are coming to rec- 
ognize this fact more fully every year, as wit- 
nesseth the business the western companies are 
doing. Any general slur cast upon the com- 
panies of a state or of a section will call forth 
resentment from the people of that district in 
time and act as a boomerang to those who 
started the trouble.

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OPPOSED TO FEDERAL SUPERVISION. 


WESTERN LIFE COMPANIES OBJECT. 








Conference Held in Chicago Participated in 
by Many Officials—Will Hold a Meeting 
in January. 





A meeting of many of the western. com- 
panies was held in Chicago this week to talk 
over matters of mutual interest. The meet- 
ing was called by J. B. Reynolds of the 
Kansas City Life, C. E. Dark of the Ameri- 
can Central Life, and S, A. Foster of the 
Royal Union. 

The meeting organized by electing J. B. 
Reynolds, president of the Kansas City Life, 
chairman, and T. W. Blackburn, counsel of 
the Bankers Reserve of Omaha, as secretary. 
The forenoon was devoted to an informal 
discussion. Committees were appointed on 
credentials on order of business and on reso- 
lutions. The afternoon session was full of 
interest and discussion, and at that session 
the following resolution was unanimously 
adopted : 

“Resolved, That we favor the utmost pub- 
licity in the life insurance business; we invite 
the closest supervision of honest public offi- 
cials; we favor such uniformity of laws in 
the several states as shall safeguard the inter- 
ests of policyholders, avoid abuses and take 
the public and policyholders into the confi- 
dence of the management, and believe that 
corrupt officials should be promptly punished. 
We believe the searchlight of careful, com- 
petent and honest investigation has no terrors 
to honest life companies.” 

Oppose Federal Supervision. 

At the evening session, the gentlemen pres- 
ent, after a full discussion, adopted the fol- 
lowing resolution: 

“Resolved, That we are opposed to any 
interference with state supervision and con- 
trol of life insurance companies, that federal 
supervision is not expedient, and we believe 
is unconstitutional, and under existing condi- 
tions we are opposed to it. We endorse strict 
state supervision.’ 

In support of this resolution we suggest 
the following: 

1. The supreme court of the United States 
has frequently held that interstate insurance 
is not interstate commerce, and therefore be- 
lieve federal supervision as proposed is un- 
constitutional, and that Congress cannot make 
that commerce which is not commerce by a 
simple enactment or resolution. 

Says National Control Is Inexpedient. 


2. Federal supervision is inexpedient be- 


cause it involves years of expensive and un-' 


certain litigation, the unsettling of fixed prin- 
ciples of the legal interpretation of policy 
contracts and obligations, and may seriously 
impair the securities of life companies. It 
involves the enactment of federal laws which 
will conflict with laws now in force in the 
several states affecting life insurance, and it 
refers to a body which has never legislated 
upon the subject, a question which for fifty 
years has been considered the sole province 
of the state legislatures. 

3. If state supervision has failed throuch 
the incompetency of an individual commis- 
sioner, this is an argument against taking 
from the fifty state departments the authority 
and power to protect their policyholders. If 
a state superintendent can be venal or incom- 
petent, a national superintendent .is subject 
to the same influences, and the power in the 
hands of one man, his shortcomings would 
affect the country at large, while the failure 
of one state official can under existing condi- 
tions be neutralized, ameliorated and corrected 
by those of the various other states. 

Should Be Divorced from Politics. 

4. Supervision of life insurance and life 
insurance companies should be free from 
partisan political influences, and fifty state 
commissioners cannot in the nature of things 
be so susceptible to partisan political intrigue 
as a_ single appointee.. Furthermore, state 
commissioners cannot under any conditions 
become the creatures of combines, trusts or 
corporate co-operation. 

5. No one man should have the power to 
formulate rules and regulations, interpret

STATE BOARD HAS A FINE MEETING. 


CELEBRATES SILVER ANNIVERSARY. 








Best of Its Kind Ever Held by Indiana Field 
Organization—Gilmore Becomes Presi- 
dent and Fulton Vice-President. 





The meeting of the Indiana State Board on 
Friday last was one of the best ever held 
There was great unanimity in the selection 
of officers, in the excellence of the papers and 
the comments on them and in the good feeling 
abounding. While it seemed a week befor 
the meeting that there would be a contest for 
the presidency, W. H. Fulton of the Fireman 
Fund, on hearing that his friends were going 
to present his name, promptly withdrew it t: 
leave a deserving promotion to Vice-Presiden 
B. J. Gilmore ot the German American. Mr 
Fulton was unanimously elevated to the vice 
presidency and an excellent executive com 
mittee named in John Fitzgerald of the Queen, 
Chas. Kelley of the St. Paul F. & M. and 
George E. Haas of the Atlas. 

Fulton Discusses Chimney Flues. 

W. H. Fulton of the Firemans Fund, dean 
of the Indiana corps, had a practical paper 
on “Chimney Flues.” He called attention to 
the fact that flues are generally built for a 
minimum load and then loaded to the maxi- 
mum and beyond. He has a poor opinion of 
flue linings, but suggested a fire clay flue 18 
inches square with a flue hole eight inches 
square or a round one eight inches in diam- 
eter. This should be made up in sections and 
laid in fire clay. 7 

The Inspector and His Difficulties. 

Ernest L. Moore, of the Indianapolis Fire, 
presented a paper on “The Inspector and His 
Difficulties.” He said an inspector should 
have a thorough knowledge of schedules, rules 
and regulations in his field; ability to make 
and revise rates, draw forms, make inspec- 
tions and point out defects, and should know 
enough of electricity to correct errors in wir- 
ing and installation of apparatus, and enough 
of hydraulics to report on waterworks and fire 
fighting facilities. Above all, he should be 
capable of dealing with men, ever thoughtful 
of the vast interests he represents. 

Clinton D. Lasher of the Home had the 
mysterious subject of “Turkey or Feathers.” 
He took the turkey as the showing to be made 
by the annual statement and he endeavored 
to assure his hearers that in spite of the fact 
that it had had narrow escapes in several 
fires and its roosts had been violently shaken 
by tornadoes, it was to be hoped the com- 
panies would find something besides feathers 
when the bird was ready for them. 

Tunson, Larmore and Rudy Speak. 

E. A. Munson of the Citizens spoke on “The 
Non-Boarder.” He said the existence of the 
non-boarder was regrettable and pointed out 
the evil effects of his existence on the insur 
ance community, his tendency to destroy the 
pleasant relations and disrupt the harmonious 
conditions that might otherwise prevail. 

James M. Larmore of the Norwich Union 
took a view of “The Field from the Stand- 
point of a Newcomer.” ‘The speaker had been 
a field man only a year. He found Indiana 
a good state to work in for more than one 
reason. 

Channing L. Rudy of the German cof Free 
port and President of the Indiana League 
spoke on “Co-operation.” He dilated on the 
happy conditions that had heretofore existe: 
between his organization and the state board 
He’ hoped that the developments of the las! 
three or four months (new rules of the West 
ern Union) would not threaten the long 
existing harmony. 

Attorney Bowen’s Paper. 


Crate D. Bowen, a member cf the In 
dianapolis bar, discussed: “The Knowledg 
of an Agent as Affecting the Liability of His 
Company,” taking up but one phase—that 
where the applicant made truthful answers to 
questions but where his answers were mis 
stated by the agent.

PATTISON SHOULD RETAIN MR. VORYS 


INTEREST AS TO SUPERINTENDENCY 








How the Situation in Ohio Is Looked Upon 
by Insurance Men—New Life Com- 
pany Proposed. 





(From a Staff Correspondent.) 


Columbus, O., Dec. 5.—Sentiment is strong 
in Ohio for the retention of A. I. Vorys as 
superintendent of insurance under the Dem- 
ocratic administration of John M. Pattison. 
“To the victor belongs the spoils” has been 
the invariable rule in Ohio as elsewhere, and 
yet there are many Republicans and Demo- 
crats who feel that Mr. Pattison would do 
the proper thing in continuing in office a 
man who has the fine, clean record behind 
him that Mr. Vorys has, even though he is 
of opposite political faith. 

Vorys Given a Clean Administration. 

Mr. Vorys has been a competent official, 
his office has been run on an absolutely anti- 
graft basis, and he would be a man after 
Mr. Pattison’s own heart. He has been in 
the office long enough to master all the de- 
tails of the work and is in a position to 
contribute valuable thought and effort to the 
solution of some of the larger problems of 
the business now before the public. He has 
become a close student of life insurance and, 
if continued in office, would doubtless con- 
tinue to occupy a position of weight and 
influence among the insurance commissioners 
of the country. 

Would Adjust Union Central Issue. 

It is also suggested that his retention would 
adjust the somewhat delicate matter of the 
relation of the insurance department to Mr. 
Pattison’s company, the Union Central. It 
will be remembered that during the cam- 
paign the argument was made against Mr. 
Pattison that if elected he might appoint his 
own man as superintendent of insurance and 
thus practically free his company from proper 
supervision. There could be no criticism on 
this score if the old superintendent, and a 
Republican at that, were retained, 

Will Consider Needs of the Office. 

Those who know Mr. Pattison feel that 
he will be actuated primarily by the needs 
of the office for a man of the first class. It 
must be remembered, however, that the insur- 
ance superintendency is about the best ap- 
pointment at the disposal of the governor, in- 
cluding, as it does, twenty-three subordinate 
positions, all of which will be eagerly sought 
by hungry Democrats. It would be a great 
move, however, and one that would receive 
general approbation, if Mr. Pattison would 
take the insurance department out of politics 
by retaining Mr. Vorys. It would not, after 
all, be such a great violation of the poli- 
tician’s code to do so in this case, as Mr. 
Pattison was elected with the help of Re- 
publican votes. 

Vorys Has Taken No Steps. 

Mr. Vorys has taken no steps in the mat- 
ter. He was reappointed last June by Gov- 
ernor Herrick, subject to confirmation by the 
senate, at this winter’s session. The busy 
season will shortly be on in the department 
and he is especially concerned that some of 
the force, anticipating an early removal any- 
way, will take other positions and thus im- 
pair the efficiency of the department. So far 
the office force has been held intact. 

Can Establish a Good Precedent. 

While Mr. Pattison can be depended upon 
to select a good man in any event, his re- 
tention of Mr. Vorys would undoubtedly add 
greatly to the popularity of his administra- 
tion and in the important matter of taking 
the insurance department out of politics might 
establish a notable precedent ‘which would 
have a good influence in Ohio as well as in 
other states. 

Ohio State Life Is Proposed. 

A second new life company, the Ohio State, 
has been proposed at Columbus. The first, 
the Midland Mutual, is well on its wav to 
completion of its organization, and Dr. E. J. 
Wilson, one of the prime movers, states that 
it will probably be ready in a couple of weeks.

COLD WEATHER PRECAUTIONS ISSUED. 





Cleveland Inspection Bureau Gives Owners of 
Sprinkled Risks Valuable Advice Regard- 
ing Preparations for Winter. 





C. H. Patton, manager of the Cleveland 
Inspection Bureau, has issued the following 
cold weather precautions to owners of plants 
and buildings with sprinkler equipment: 


We beg to call wour attention to certain fea- 
tures in connection with your sprinkler equip- 
ment that should receive special attention before 
winter weather sets in: 

1. The fire pump and steam regulator should 
be carefully inspected, and all defective parts 
renewed or repaired. The regulator should be 
adjusted to maintain a pressure of not less than 
75 pounds of water pressure in water pipes at 
all times. The steam must never get below 50 
pounds per square inch, and unless you have 
a recording steam pressure gauge, it is strongly 
recommended that one be installed. 

2. The gravity tank should be inspected for 
defective hoops, defective heating pipes, valvés, 
drain and trap connections; cover should be 
properly hinged and fastened. If flat band hoops 
are used, the inspection must be very rigid, 
and any new hoops should be of round iron. 

3. All “dry pipe’’ sprinkler equipments should 
be drained of all water. An excess air pressure 
should be pumped into the sprinkler piping and 
various drips opened each day for a week or 
ten days in order that all water may be drawn 
off. Any piping which may be low, so as to 
form pockets for water, should be raised, but 
the deflector of sprinkler must not be less than 
3 inches or more than 10 inches below joists 
or rafters. Air pressure on ‘‘dry pipe’’ systems 
should never exceed 35 pounds per square inch. 

4.° Each air valve enclosure must be provided 
with adequate means of heating same. This 
should be done with a small steam coil or with 
a lard oil lantern. 

All outside valve pits should be protected 
against frost. The earth should be well packed 
around post indicator valves and hydrants. All 
caps on hydrants and steamer connections 
should be well lubricated and equipped with rub- 
ber gaskets. 


MISCELLANEOUS FEATURES WHICH 
SHOULD RECEIVE ATTENTION. 


1. Any additional heating or lighting equip- 
ments which you have added or intend to in- 
stall should be carefully guarded and safely 
arranged. 

2. Look over ‘all steam heating pipes, and 
— combustible material from contact with 

em. 

3. Guard carefully the storage of oils of all 
kinds. 

4. See that your watch clock service is in 
proper working order; check up your night 
watchman and see if he is a capable and re- 
liable person to assume the responsibility of 
guarding your plart. 

5. See that all fire doors and shutters work 
properly, are not obstructed, and, where not 
self closing, instruct employes to keep such 
coverings closed. 

In generai, it is advisable that you give 
your plant a carcful personal inspection, and 
ascertain for yourselves if everything is in a 
safe and satisfactory condition to meet cold 
weather conditions. 





STATE OF PENNSYLVANIA CHANGES HANDS. 


Control of the stock of the Insurance Com- 
pany of the State of Pennsylvania has passed 
to the General Trust Company of Philadel- 
. phia, controlled by Muir & Haughton. The 
latter company has $2,000,000 capital and the 
same amount of surplus. The surplus of the 
insurance company will be very materially 
increased by the new owners, but business 
will be continued without any change in the 
official staff of the company. The new own- 
ers are virtually the same interests as control 
the Union of Philadelphia. 

The State has enjoyed a most successful 
year, and it is expected that it will extend 
its field of operation considerably during the 
coming year. Secretary Kilpatrick has just 
returned from an extended visit through the 
middle west. 





BAD PRACTICES CHARGED AT LOUISVILLE. 


Companies are investigating charges of bad 
practices lodged against certain agents at 
Louisville, Ky. It is reported that it is the 
custom among some agents who have clients 
in the wool business to cover their stock in 
railroad freight houses over night, simply 
making a memorandum of such cover and 
destroying it in the morning without reporting 
to the companies or paying for such insur- 
ance. It is stated that, should a loss occur, 
the plan of the agents would be to divide the 
amount of insurance granted by the number 
of companies in the agency and send a daily 
report to each company covering its propor- 
tion, policies to be issued for short term .with 





the loss report following. 





R. A. McCURDY AND THE MUTUAL. 


GLIMPSE AT OLD ADMINISTRATION. 








Some of the Features of the Company that 
Can Be Oriticized and Others that 
Are Commendable, 





New York, Dec. 5.—(Special Correspond- 
ence.)—Events of a prodigious kind are com 
ing rapidly in this city. President McCurdy 
steps down from his exalted position in the 


Mutual Life after forty-five years of service, 
dishonored in the public eye. And everyone 
is asking, who next? 

At his home in Morristown, N. J., Mr. 
McCurdy is in retirement and is said to be 
crushed beneath the heavy blow that closed 
his career. Mr. McCurdy’s work of so 
long a period, important as it was, is sent 
into eclipse so far as public opinion is con- 
cerned. Just a few weeks of investigation, 
even a few days, have ruined the reputation 
of a lifetime. The results only show how 
frail is human nature, how fickle is fame. 

Compared with Other Presidents. 

Mr. McCurdy possesses rare ability. The 
development and expansion of the Mutual is 
proof enough of the executive force of the 
man. In the genius of organization and 
initiative, in the carrying out of large 
schemes, he did not compare with the elder 
Hyde. He had not the culture, the fine na- 
ture or the ideals, although unrealized, of 
Alexander. He does not stand in the same 
class with McCall in generalship, in brilliance 
of movement, in mastery of system or in 
securing strong lieutenants. 

Mutual’s Policy One of Secrecy. 

Mr. McCurdy has never sought the public 
eye. His work has been at his desk with 
closed doors. There has always been an air 
of mystery about the Mutual. Its officials 
have never been close to its workers. A 
false dignity has kept them aloof. Hyde, 
Alexander and McCall were frequently called 
upon to express themselves in print or on the 
platform. The members of their cabinet also 
have always been known to the insurance 
fraternity. There has not been that seclu- 
sion, that monastery atmosphere about the 
Equitable or New York Life. 

Agency System of the Mutual. 

The agency system of the Mutual is 
strongly in contrast to those of the other 
two companies. It has never been strong in 
this department. The Mutual bas no Perk- 
ins, Buckner or Tarbell. There is no fire, 
vim or personal loyalty. The Mutual has 
been able to get men because of its high 
commissions. This statement does not mean 
that the Mutual has lacked in large general 
agents. She has possessed some of the very 
strongest men of the country. 

Mutual General Agents of Old. 

In President McCurdy’s younger days, when 
his company was not so large and he had in 
him the enthusiasm of a man in his prime, 
he gathered about him in the various states 
general agents who were second to none. 
In fact, they were generally the big men 
in their field. Mr. McCurdy’s lieutenants 
have guided the work in later years and 
changed the system of compensation. This 
eliminated most of the old-time McCurdy 
men who really made the company. Some 
of these retirements were tragic almost in 
the sundering of well-blended ties. 

The later managers of the Mutual have 
been more faithful to the younger set of 
officials, believing very wisely that they 
were the men of the future. It has been 
supposed, for example, that Robert H. Mc- 
Curdy was in training for the presidency. 
However, it has been said from time to time 
that a prominent element at the home office 
was prepared at the proper time to try to 
thwart the McCurdy hierarchy. These younger 
managers are great business getters. 

Attitude of Mutual Officials. 

The policy of the Mutual in not being more 
in the open was exemplified many times. In 
the testimony of its officials before the inves- 
tigating committee and especially in that of 
its now ex-president, there was always the 
effort to suppress and evade, to parry with 
the inquisitor. There were many lapses of

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A committee from the Michigan Field 
Club has made the following report on the 
question as to who should be the assured 
in a policy where the property has been sold 
under contract to another: : , 

The principle of fire insurance is to in- 
demnify those who, directly or indirectly, 
suffer a loss by fire—whether it be the owner, 
mortgagee, lessee, agent, bailee or vendee 
under a contract. All these—and there are 
other interests not related—have an insurable 
interest, and may be indemnified under a 
contract of insurance, but where the assured 
is not the sole and unconditional owner, that 
interest must be disclosed. ; ‘ 

Two interests may be included in an in- 
surance policy, such as owner and mort- 
gagee, also vendor and vendee under a con- 
tract. With owner and mortgagee the policy 
is issued to the owner, with loss, if any, 
payable to the mortgagee as his interest may 
appear. General practice has fixed this form 
of policy, and it is a rare case where the 
policy is now issued to the mortgagee as the 
assured. Circumstances may require it, but 
it is infrequent, and it would seem ridiculous 
to issue the policy to the mortgagee with 
loss, if any, payable to the mortgagor as 
his interest might appear, though such a pol- 
icy would be valid if the insurer had full 
knowledge. 

Where property has been sold under a 
contract, opinion seems to differ as to who 
should be the assured, and all agents of the 
companies are directed in different ways, 
according to the views of the managers of 
the companies they represent. Some mana- 
gers claim that the vendor should be the 
assured—others the vendee—while some man- 
agers insist upon. having both vendor and 
vendee the title of assured in the policy. 

One agent, representing three companies 
having separate views, has the wishes of his 
companies noted on the inside cover of each 
of his policy registers as to who is to be 
the assured. It is true that each has an 
insurable. interest, and that no matter _who 
is made the assured, the insurer is liable, 
but a uniform plan should be adopted, that 
it may become a custom, so that local agents 
may become familiar with the approved form, 
as in the case of mortgagor, or owner and 
mortgagee. , 

The seuuliies does not say which is the 
correct way—the proper interest to be the 
title of the assured in the policy—yet, after 
giving the matter careful study, believe the 
‘policy should be issued to the vendee. 

Where the vendor is the assured, you are 
in fact naming the mortgagee as the assured, 
because the vendor’s interest is practically 
that of mortgagee—as he has sold the prop- 
erty under contract to another. He does not 
deed, ’tis true, but he agrees to deed when 
the conditions of the contract are fulfilled. 
He has given the purchaser possession of 
the lands and improvements, and the vendee 
makes it his home or his shop, and so long 
as he complies with the conditions of that

COMPANIES WIN EXPLOSION CASB. 


The fire companies have won the Knoxville 
(Tenn.) explosion cases. A business house 
had a powder magazine under the sidewalk, 
which exploded, the concussion damaging 
buildings in the vicinity. Suit was brought 
to recover on these outside buildings and 
stocks where there was no fire. The chan- 
celor who heard the testimony held the com- 
panies liable, declaring the losses were a 
direct sequence of the explosion. The Ten- 
nessee supreme court, however, finds for the 
insurance companies on the ground that they 
are not liable when the fire is in no way 
connected with the damaged property.

THOMAS C. PARSONS IS OUT. 

The close of relations between the Western 
of Pittsburg and Thomas C. Parsons, its 
general agent at Cleveland, comes as a sur- 
prise. Mr. Parsons was given charge of 
Ohio and Michigan as special agent in Jan- 
uary, 1902, after he had done some special 
inspecting for the company and cut out a 
lot of its business. Previous to this time 
there had been no special agent in the field 
and the loss ratio had run above go percent 
in both states. In three years under Mr. 
Parsons the business in Ohio was doubled, 
with a loss ratio of 55 percent for that pe- 
riod, and the business in Michigan was 
trebled, with a loss ratio of 35 percent. In 
January, 1904, the company made Mr. Par- 
sons western general agent, adding [Illinois 
and Minnesota to his field. About a year 
later the company again took charge of this 
western territory directly, leaving Mr. Par- 
sons his old field. It is understood that he 
is open for engagement Jan. 1. 





WOODCOCK & CO. GET THE SOUTHERN. 
Daniel Woodcock & Co. of New York have 
been appointed United States general agents 
for the Southern Fire of Little Rock, which 
has a paid-in capital of $50,000. It is under 
the same management of the Security of Little 

Rock, which has done a successful business. 





LOST OPPORTUNITIES. 


It is rather depressing to go through the 
advertising pages of the trade journals and 
note the numerous opportunities that have 
been lost by advertisers. It seems to be the 
opinion of many users of space that a striking 
design constitutes a good advertisement, 
whereas the truth is that the design is only 
half the advertisement and unless it is strongly 
supported by the other half—the text—it will 
accomplish but little as far as producing re- 
sults is concerned. Of course, the trade- 
journal advertisers are by no means the only 
ones who suffer from lost opportunities; but 
they certainly supply the most notable and 
most frequent instances.—Profitable Advertis- 
ing. 





CAN’T DEPOSIT EDUCATION BONDS. 


Attorney-General Ellis of Ohio has ren- 
dered an opinion to Insurance Superintend- 
ent Vorys to the effect that insurance com- 
panies cannot deposit as security with the 
state treasurer the bonds of boards of educa- 
tion, nor can they even invest surplus funds 
in such bonds. The opinion is based on the 
fact that the statute governing the insurance 
department provides only for investments in 
federal, state, county and municipal bonds. 








THE DAILY REPORT MAN. 


_Don’t send too many inspection slips to spe- 
cial agents. Often these are strictly in order, 
but more often there is a chance for you to 
assume the responsibility yourself. It is to be 
considered that your position qualifies you 
for that, and you should possess the temerity 
to stand upon your judgment. 











When a special agent requests that all mat- 
ters pertaining to a new agency be referred to 
him for attention, do not construe this as an 
intimation that you are not qualified to. tutor 
the new recruit. The field man may know 
how to cover the vulnerable points of the 
agents’ nature better than you, as he has been 
in personal touch, and can, perhaps, do more 
in one letter to the agent than you would ac- 
complish with a dozen office criticisms. 


The season for grain insurance is about on, 
so be sure the company you serve gets its share 
of this insurance. Whenever an elevator 
building line is renewed and you find, upon 
mapping the line, that there is no grain policy 
in force, write the agent asking if the company 
is to be favored with the more desirable line 
on grain. If an old elevator in which grain 
will be no longer stored, you, of course, should 


turn down the building line. 


Watch the printed coinsurance clauses care- 
fully, as there are still forms out which con- 
tain the objectionable stipulation that the coin- 
surance feature will not be applied if the loss 
is below 5 percent of the insurance. Read the 
clause clear through, don’t stop at the heading, 
assuming that it is all right. 

Use the wire on Saturdays when a cancel- 
lation or reduction in line is desired. ‘This is 
the only way to get quick action. Otherwise 
the agent will not receive your request until 
Monday, while Sunday intervenes, you know. 


About closing time in the afternoon if you 
strike an excess line and find your stenog- 
rapher has gone home, sit down at your desk 
and write out the request for cancellation. 
Don’t shove the daily report in your drawer 
until] morning. Fire most generally comes in 
the night and you would feel mighty cheap if 
you should come down in the morning and find 
the ashes of that particular risk on your desk, 
so to speak. 


When a loss is reported and the manager 
comes out and remarks that the line is pretty 
large, and you think otherwise, talk up to him, 
telling him, in a respectful manner, why you 
think so. He is always open to conviction and 
will think more of you if you should have the 
courage of your opinion rather than take his 
reproof in silence. 


Around about the last of the year when indi- 
cations point to a low loss ratio in the states 
you handle, don’t get ready to “touch” for a 
large advance in salary on the ground that you 
alone are responsible for these favorable con- 
ditions. You are only one of the cogs in the 
office machinery, and while you may have con- 
tributed your full share in bringing about the 
result, remember that is just what you are 
paid for. If a rise in salary is due, the 
chances are you will get it. 


Above all things watch your correspondence 
and be sure that the numerous letters you grind 
out each day are not tinctured with sarcasm 
or acrimony. The average agent is governed 
in a great measure by the tenor of the cor- 
respondence he receives from his companies, 
and is not slow to throw his good business to 
the company that handles him in a courteous 
manner. It is your opportunity to keep that 
agent a strong ally of the companies by writing 
pleasant letters.

SPRING GARDEN-AMERICAN PLANS. 


The new interests of the American of 
Pennsylvania have now taken hold, and 
Clarence E. Porter, president of the Spring 
Garden, .is now also at the head of the 
American. It will be the policy of the man- 
agement to work the two companies together 
as much as possible. In the field the same 
special will represent both companies. It is 
said that preference will be shown Spring 
Garden specials, but in the readjustment the 
American men will be cared for. There will 
be a more aggressive policy pursued in the 
field. Men will be given less territory for 
the two companies and it will be well covered. 

The spirit of the new people in providing 
for the veterans of the American is a very 
commendable one, as some of them are so 
far advanced in years that they could hardly 
make another connection. 

The Spring Garden has some high-class 
field men, such as Hart Darlington of Min- 

~ neapolis, Frank Holden of Kansas City, Jesse 

O. Gable of Peoria, Ill, and W. H. Herman 
of Cleveland. All these men cover more than 
one state, and it is likely that hereafter the 
more important states will each have an in- 
dependent special. 

In the Jameson & Frelinghuysen syndicate 
it is thought that a joint policy will be is- 
sued by the two companies.

STAMPING SYSTEM ABOLISHED. 


The companies have decided to abolish 
stamping secretary offices in Michigan. A few 
weeks ago similar action was taken in Ten- 
nessee.

In 
these states they have never had unanimous 
support. Some companies have felt that the 
stamping system in these particular states 
reached too near the danger line.

WESTERN FACTORY MEMBERSHIP. 


The feeling in the Western Factory Asso- 
ciation over the membership question has be- 
come strong. No issue has arisen that has 
injected more personalities in the discussion 
for some time. ‘There are no special classes 
aligned, as was shown in the vote last week 
over giving each member two shares if it 
desired, thus putting independent companies 
and those owning others or having satellites 
on an equal basis. 

Both independents and annex members 
voted against the proposition in sufficient 
numbers to defeat it. Some of those that 
would have been called on to make the 
largest sacrifice agreed to the plan in the 
interest of harmony. There are some com- 
panies that desire to enter the fold—the Ger- 
man Alliance, Mechanics & Traders, L. & L. 
& G. of New York, Union of England, Royal 
Exchange and New Hampshire—all knock- 
ing at the door. It is not intended to admit 
any new members until the basis of mem- 
bership is definitely established, for the ques- 
tion will come up at a later meeting. 

That the American of Pennsylvania will 
have to go seems certain, although there are 
some of the good old conservatives who 
would prefer to have the company remain 
rather than stir up a rumpus. But the talk 
about evicting the Connecticut is said to be 
buncombe. There are companies that are 
more popular in union circles than the Con- 
necticut, but it is agreed that it would be 
unwise to tell Manager McDonald to take 
his “doll rags and go home.” It is con- 
venient to have a non-union company sitting 








in the council in these days of anti-trust 
fury. So it is the consensus of opinion that 
the Connecticut shall stay, but no union 
member can reinsure any of that company’s 
lines outside the “excepted cities.” This will 
hold the Connecticut to its constitutional 
line and it will not be able to sweeten its 
agents who might control a sprinkled risk 
by writing an excess line and reinsuring it 
in other factory association companies, for 
that is a plan sometimes followed rather than 
give each company its share direct.

SWEEP OF THE IOWA DECISION. 


The decision of the United States supreme 
court to the effect that the Blanchard anti- 
compact law of Iowa is constitutional is 
about the severest jolt that the companies 
have received for many years. Never was 
there any greater confidence in winning a 
case displayed. The very strong decision 
of Judge McPherson of the United States 
circuit court in both the Nebraska and lowa 
cases inspired the underwriters. Victorv at 
the highest tribunal seemed certain. Organi- 
zation work had been carried on rapidly in 
Iowa. Most of the larger cities and towns 
formed local boards. 

The Blanchard law is quite stringent, pre- 
venting company or agency combinations for 


rate purposes or to fix commissions. lowa 
therefore becomes decidedly anti-compact 
again. 


The field of free activity of the Western 
Union and state boards is being greatly re- 
stricted. In union territory Ohio, Michigan, 
Tennessee, Wisconsin, Missouri, Kansas, lowa, 
South Dakota are anti-compact. Minnesota 
is partially so as to commissions. _ Illinois, 
Indiana, Kentucky, Nebraska and North Da- 
kota are still free. 

It is almost certain that Nebraska will re- 
enact its old Jaw, which was declared 
unconstitutional. Legislatures in other states 
can be counted on to join the procession. 
The Iowa case will be iarther reaching than 
many anticipate. 

There is a feeling of opposition and rest- 
lessness on part of the people toward insur- 
ance all through the west. ‘The lide insurance 
scandals and investigation have prejudiced 
the people against all kinds of insurance. No 
discrimination is made. 

Coming legislatures 


will be hotbeds of 


‘drastic bills, and most managers feel that 


unless the tide turns every state will be 
anti-compact as well as taking on other dark 
hues. 

Underwriters were the more surprised that 
the learned justice from Massachusetts, O. 
W. Holmes, should have decided against 
them in the Iowa cases. Coming as he does 
from a conservative state, it was supposed 
its traditions and environment would have 
made him view such issues as the Iowa case 
more liberally. Insurance men feel that if 
the jurists had been acquainted with the field 
operations of insurance, the decision would 
have been in their favor.

SOME LOOAL EVENTS. 


The New York Underwriters has joined 
the Western Adjustment Company. 


Frank Bachelor, a butcher at the Union 
Stockyards, has confessed to setting fire to 
the house where he lived in order to re- 
cover insurance on his furniture. 

The German American will move its western 
department from the Rialto building, where it 
has been located for many years, to the Amer- 
ican Trust building, which is being erected at 
Clark and Monroe streets, Chicago. It is 
likely that other western departments will 
move to the same building.

INTERESTED IN FIRE MARSHALSHIP. 











Insurance Men in Ohio Want a Voice in Naming 
Deputies and Assistants—Desire Ex- 
perienced Men Retained. 


Ohio fire insurance men are on the qui 
vive as to the appointment of a fire marshal 
by Governor Pattison. So far they have no 
knowledge of whom Mr. Pattison may have 
in mind for the place. While the insurance 
men believe that a good man should be con 
tinued in office, they know that State Fire 
Marshal Davis has taken such an active part 
in the Republican party that Mr. Pattison 
could not consistently retain him, nor could 
he consistently accept an appointment at 
Mr. Pattison’s hands. A change, therefore, 
is almost certain. 

The insurance men do not desire to dictate 
the appointment of the fire marshal, but they 
insist that they should have a hand in nam- 
ing the deputies and assistants. The com- 
panies, they say, are furnishing the money 
to maintain the office, and it is fair that they 
should be consulted as to the minor appoint- 
ments. Mr. Pattison will be acquainted with 
this fact and will be asked to take the view 
of the insurance men, who say they would 
prefer half a dozen assistants trained in the 
work of the office to twenty or thirty men 
appointed at random because of the political 
aid they have rendered. 

Although the regular term of Fire Marsha! 
Davis does not expire until next April, he says 
he is ready to step down and out when Goy- 
ernor Pattison takes the reins. However, he 
says the office force should be retained for six 
weeks after the change of administration, in 
order to complete the annual report. 

Mr. Davis says that Governor-Elect Pattison 
seems to be laboring under the impression that 
the fire marshal’s office has been conducted for 
political purposes, but that this is a mistake 
and he will so inform Mr. Pattison. 








CITY OF NEW YORK ENTERS OHIO. 

The City of New York Fire has entered 
Ohio. Frederick Rauh & Co. get it at Cin- 
cinnati and Bingham & Douglass at Cleve- 
land. These firms are general agents, in their 
respective localities, of the New York Plate 
Glass, with which the City of New York Fire 
is closely associated.

SOME CONTEST OVER WEST VIRGINIA.

The Ohio men feel confident that 
the present arrangement will be continued 
and will work to that end, although it is said 
that the southern contingent is recruiting new 
members and otherwise preparing to make a 
good fight to gain their point. 





WANT STATESMEN TO HEAR THEM. 


State senators and representatives have been 
invited to attend the annual meeting of the 
Ohio State Board of Commerce at Columbus 
the latter part of this week. It is understood 
that the coinsurance clause and possibly the 
Ohio Inspection Bureau will be under discus- 
sion, and the business men want the states- 
men to hear what they have to say. There is 
a sentiment in some quarters in favor of the 
re-enactment of the old anti-coinsurance law, 
and the Dayton Board of Trade has been en- 
deavoring to stir up opposition to the inspec- 
tion bureau.

BABCOCK EXPLAINS LORAIN AFFAIR. 





Makes Statement Concerning Purchase of the 
Daniels Agency and Situation that Has 
Grown Out of it. 

Lorain, O., Dec. 5. To the Editor:—I 
notice that last week’s publication of THE 
WESTERN UNDERWRITER contained an item 
stating that “Lorain was on the verge of a 
rate war, the cause of the same being due to 
the union companies in the Daniels agency 
(recently bought in by the A. H. Babcock 
Company) refusing to transfer; that they 
were attempting to hold the business on the 
books, but the Babcock agency was also try- 
ing to hold this business, and in order to 
do so were cutting rates. In addition to 
this had written a new brick building for 
$40,coo at $1.45 for five years, etc.” 

For the benefit of those who had read this 
article, as a matter of fairness to this agency 
and in justice to the companies represented 
by them, we wish to give you a correct ver- 
sion of the whcle matter. 

While negotiations were pending between 
the Babcock and Daniels agencies, Mr. Bab- 
cock called upon Mr. Buell of the firm of 
Buell & Robinson, in this city, took him into 
his confidence, informing him of the situa- 
tion, and asked him in the event that the 
union companies refused to transfer, if it 
was his intention or disposition to take over 
those companies and attempt to hold their 
business. In answer to this, Mr. Buell re- 
plied that they had all the companies they 
wanted, did not have sufficient business to 
satisfy more, and would, for that reason, not 
take in any of the companies of the Daniels 
agency. With this positive pledge, the ne- 
gotiations between the two agencies were 
completed. No sooner had the deal been 
closed, when six of the union companies were 
accepted by Buell & Robinson, and they im- 
mediately became active for the business on 
the books. Aside from this betrayal of con- 
fidence, there is a rule of the association 
which provides for all transfers of this na- 
ture, entirely supporting the Babcock com- 
pany in the position they have taken. While 
it may be possible to place two constructions 
upon this rule, the officers of the association 
and a large majority of its members are in- 
clined to believe that the Babcock agency has 
the best of the argument. We desire to say 
that as yet we have seen no necessity for 
rate-cutting, as we have been successful to 
a large degree in retaining nearly the entire 
business of the Daniels agency up to this 
time, and this has been accomplished without 
cutting the rate upon a single policy. 

As to the report that our agency had writ- 
ten $40,000 on a new brick building in Lorain 
at $1.45 for five years, we wish to say that 
the writer is entirely correct, and we have 
never made a denial of the action. Our rea- 


sons for doing this were that bids had been 
received from other agents in Lorain county 





at $1.50 for five years. One of these agents 
was A. E. Robinson of Lorain, who repre- 
sents the Royal Exchange, the Scottish Union, 
the Westchester and the National. As soon 
as we learned that such a low rate had been 
made, our representative immediately with- 
drew his original bid, which was $1 for one 
year, $2 for three years and no offer for five 
years and accepted the risk at $1.45, as stated. 
We wish to add that we are in possession of 
an affidavit which will verify our statement. 

In ‘conclusion, the A. H. Babcock Com- 
pany has no disposition to open up a rate 
war or cut rates, but they wish it distinctly 
understood that they feel fully as able and 
prepared to protect their business interests 
as any agency in Lorain county, and shall 
undoubtedly continue to act along those lines 
in the future, as they have in the past. Very

STRIFE OVER a BUSINESS. 











Much Complaint at Detroit Because of Excess 
Commissions— Union Offices Cannot 
Get the Solicitors. 





The situation in Detroit has gotten to be 
serious, so much so that a committee of 
managers has visited the city to look into 
the conditions. Detroit is growing rapidly 
and companies paying high commissions are 
getting the new buildings. Inasmuch as non- 


union companies can pay more to their 
agents the later are able to get the best 
solicitors. Recently the Detroit club re- 


vised its rules so that an agency can have 
six solicitors at $10 apiece for a license, 
and any number above that sum to pay $25 
apiece. The compensation to solicitors is not 
regulated. Hence it is stated that the high 
commission offices and the outside agencies 
can get the men who control the business. 

Some agents have attempted to put the 
relief rule into effect and this further ag- 
gravates the situation. Many of the union 
agents would be glad to see either Detroit 
made an “excepted city” or else rates re- 
duced on preferred business so that excess 
commission companies would not go after it 
so hard. Some of the outside offices are 
making a canvass of the city for the small 
business that is regarded as the most profit- 
able. 

The Germania has not yet signed the new 
constitution and by-laws, and a committee 
consisting of L. F. Margah and George J. 
Gnau has been appointed to take the mat- 
ter up with Manager Halle at Chicago. 





COMPLAIN OF UNION METHODS. 


Chandler & Burwell, general agents of the 
Globe & Rutgers at Detroit, write: 

“In your issue of Nov. 23, under Michigan 
items, your correspondent states that the 
Globe & Rutgers captured the Hudson line 
at 75 cents for three years. We most em- 
phaticaly deny this charge, for neither the 
Globe & Rutgers nor any other company in 
our agency has a dollar on this at term 
rate. On the contrary, we lost a line of $35,- 
000, which we believe has been swiped by a 
union office on Griswold street, at 40 cents. 

“The trouble in Detroit lies with the union 
companies sending out their pernicious cir- 
cular to their agents here authorizing them 
to cut rates on anything they desire in com- 
petition with the non-union companies. This 
is an open move for demoralization, and the 
fault lies with them solely. The non-union 
companies in Detroit are all loyal to the tariff 
rates and are doing their best to maintain 
them. It is not a question of club or non- 
club, but union vs. non-union.” 

The companies have declined to authorize 
relief on the Hudson department store at De- 
troit and are now trying to find what com- 
panies have taken it at a lower rate. It is 
claimed that some union companies have writ- 
ten lines at reduced rate in that the line was 
written at two annual rates for three years. 
The companies are not in favor of opening 
rates on this class of business.

COMPETITION WAS MANUFACTURED. 


There was considerable agitation among 
local agents in Michigan last week, growing 
out of competition for insurance on stock in 
the sugar beet warehouses at Owosso, Cros- 
well, Saginaw and other points throughout the 
state. Lines were reported on stock at a rate 
of 65 cents, the correct rate being 85 cents, 
and claims were made that the lower figure 
was necessary on account of competition of 
the Globe & Rutgers. A committee of man- 
agers visited Michigan and, after an investi- 
gation of three days’ duration, it was found 
that instead of Globe & Rutgers’ competition 
there was a scheme brought about through 
the connivance of an agent of union com- 
panies, who was endeavoring to secure con- 
trol of the entire line of sugar business at a 
dozen points in the state where beet sugar 
facorties are located. It is safe to say that 
companies. will stand pat for the advisory 





estimates under the 
thought the whole plan is a scheme of the 
sugar trust to beat down rates.

ROBERTSON LOSES EARNED PREMIUM. 


A little disagreement arose at Detroit re- 
cently out of-the writing of a $15,000 builders 
risk on the Eloise asylum of Wayne county. 
Forbes Robertson, who is county treasurer, 
is also agent of the Royal. It became neces- 
sary to get insurance on the risk one Satur- 
day afternoon, and he wrote it in the Royal 
and presented a bill for $74.25 to the county 
auditor. He referred the matter to the 
county attorney, who held that under the 
law the bill could not be paid. The policy 
has since been canceled and written by other 
agencies, and Mr. Robertson is out the 
amount of the earned premium. 





BIG RUMPUS OVER BELLAIRE CASE. 


Charges Filed Against Union Companies on 
Grounds of Conspiring to Ruin Non- 
Union Companies’ Business. 


Commissioner Barry of Michigan will give 
a hearing next Saturday on charges preferred 
against union companies in the O. D., Tiffany 
agency at Bellaire, Mich. 

Mr, Tiffany is president of the bank in that 
city and has a union agency. B. C. Sickles, 
cashier, has a non-union agency. The union 
companies held that these men, having their 
offices in the same bank, made the Tiffany 
agency a 15 percent office. An attempt was made 
to bring about a new adjustment, but nothing 
could be accomplished. Companies bringing 
the charges claim that a committee of special, 
agents in the Tiffany agency went to Bellaire 
to force their agent out or to take up their 
companies from Mr. Tiffany. They declare 
that not being able to accomplish their pur- 
pose they started in to ruin the business of the 
non-union companies. In the charges filed, 
the claim is made that the union special agents 
conspired in violation of the law. 

Much interest is being taken in this case, 
and it is regarded as one of considerable 
significance. The non-union companies claim 
that they are not making a fight on separation, 
as they hold the union companies have the 
privilege of changing their agents whenever 
they see fit, but claim that they will not submit 
to force or having their business cut to pieces 
because a local agent will not submit to dicta- 
tion. 

According to the latest handbook, Mr. 
Tiffany represents the Commercial Union, Fire 
Association, L, & L. & G., New York Under- 
writers, Northern and Queen. Mr. Sickles has 
the Continental, American of New Jersey and 
German of Freeport.

The Florida local agents have organized 
a state association. 

The Lumbermens Inter-Insurance Company 
of Kansas City recently has written a num- 
ber of Alabama sawmill risks at from 50 to 
60 percent of the regular tariff. The com- 
pany is not authorized in that state, and it 
is learned from the insurance department that 
unless the assured makes direct application 
to the company and pays I percent of the 
premium to the state, its contracts are in 
violation of the law. The assured is also 
required to pay a percentage of his insurance 
to the state in event of a loss. 

3oth the Virginia and South Carolina leg- 
islatures will meet this winter, and as the 
insurance situation is so prominent now, it 
is likely that a flood of bills will be intro- 
duced to cure all evils known in the business. 
In both states there is a movement on foot 
to organize a separate department to super- 
vise insurance companies, and also to thor- 
oughly revise the insurance laws. With that 
object in view some of the members elect 
in both states are sending to other states for 
copies of insurance laws. 

The Mississippi Home. of Vicksburg has 
withdrawn from the general agency of Adams 
& Boyle of Little Rock, but will continue to 
write business in Arkansas, all agents report- 
ing direct to the home office. The company 
has been pursuing an aggressive policy and is 
instituting a vigorous campaign for business. 

Governor Beckham of Kentucky writes to 
Manager Richards of the North British that 
if a state fire marshal can check incendiary 
losses, and thereby decrease rates, he will 
favor such a bill. 





ILLINOIS AND WISCONSIN. 


AROUSED OVER THE RELIEF RULE. 








Field Men in Illinois Believe That the Measure 
Will Engender Much Trouble—Non- 
Union Sentiment. 


Much feeling has arisen in Illinois over the 
new relief rule of the Western Union. Sev- 
eral members of the Illinois Field Club claim 
that the use of this rule will cause much 
trouble throughout the state. The field club 
members charge that in some cases it has been 
used against their companies without giving 
them an opportunity to investigate and make 
corrections if there was need of any correc- 
tion. Again the field club companies declare 
that in many agencies they are represented to- 
gether with companies that are not affiliated 
with either organization and thus the rule 
will be directed against their own agents. 
There is now no agreement between the state 
board and the field club as to any relief 
measure. One was passed by the state board, 
but was later rescinded. A number of the 
state board special agents are inclined to be- 
lieve that the relief rule may bring on much 
trouble. Agents who have lost lines for any 
cause are clamoring for relief, although in 
many instances lines have been lost where the 
rates was not cut. 





MUTUALS AFTER THE TOBACCO LINES. 





Stock Company Agencies See Their Rivals 
Edging in on This Business as Well 
as Other Classes. 





Local agents in the tobacco belt of Wis- 
consin are still in the air concerning the 
aggressive tactics of the mutuals in bidding 
for tobacco at greatiy reduced rates. At 
Janesville it is said that the agent of the 
mutuals there has practically gotten control 
of the warehouses. After the new schedule 
was applied the tobacco people objected to 
the stiffer rates, and hence listened with some 
relief to the talk of the mutual people. 

The mutuals are prying into the special 
hazards now and seem to be after all classes 
of business. They are operating in the north- 
ern part of the state, which has been re- 
garded as a hazardous section. The mutuals 
have been able to get more business since 
rates have been advanced.

COMMENT AS TO BELLEVILLE CASES. 





Underwriters Figuring on the Effect of the 
United States Supreme Court Deci- 
sion in the Iowa Suit. 





Will the United States supreme court de- 
cision in the Iowa case have any weight 
in the Belleville anti-trust cases in Illinois, 
is an inquiry being put to field men. The 
Belleville suits were brought under the com- 
mon law and charge conspiracy, while the 
Iowa case was instituted under the anti- 
compact law. In the lower court at Belleville 
the companies won on demurrer, but the 
attorney-general appealed to the appellate 
court. The higher court overruled the de- 
murrer and remanded the case to the lower 
court to be heard on its merits. It has not 
yet been docketed. 

The companies felt very sure of their foot- 
ing in this case, but lost in the second 
round. While the Iowa decision does not 
apply in any specific way in Illinois, yet it 
will likely influence the leaning of the court. 
Public opinion is now in opposition to insur- 
ance, and it is perhaps not difficult for a 
court to take on some of the color of its 
environment. 

If the companies lose the Belleville case 
in the higher courts it will be a_ serious 
matter. The Illinois State Board is not ex- 
tending its stamping secretary system until 
the issue is decided. The Chicago Under- 
writers Association is the main body that will 
be in peril if an adverse decision is rendered.

TRY TO GET SCALPS AT ATCHISON. 











Rates Are Opened and Non-Board Agents Se- 
cure Warrants for Arrest of the 
Union Specials. 





There is war to the knife at Atchison, 
Kan., caused by rates being opened there. 
One special agent, Frank Mauritzius of the 
Fire Association, has been arrested on a 


charge of violating the anti-trust law. He 
was released on $1,000 bonds. Warrants 
have been sworn out for H. A. Bush of 


the Hartford, W. H. Liniger of the Spring- 
field, W. I. Drum of the German American 
and R. D. Air of the Phenix. These men 
left town before the warrants were served. 

Rates were opened in Atchison a few days 
ago on account of rebating and rate-cutting 
of a few outside agents who refused to co- 
operate for good practices. Time and again 
efforts have been made to get them in line 

Last Wednesday a number of union spe- 
cials went to Atchison to set the ball rolling 
and secure a few risks. Other than those 
named were C. A. Walsh of the Westches- 
ter; F. C. Secor, Sun; B. F. Collins, Royal; 
W. I. Drum, German American; H. T 
Cartlidge, Shawnee, and B. F,. Criswell, 
British. 

The leader of the agents making the prose- 
cution is J. A. Spalding, whom the specials of 
union companies accuse of being the main 
stumbling block at Atchison. The charge is 
that the union companies declared rates 
open because some agents would not join the 
local club, and hence allege that this method 
is used as a disciplinary measure. It is fur- 
ther declared that as soon as the agents 
complained of have been sufficiently punished 
rates will be restored. Mr. Spalding is 
publishing articles in the Atchison papers 
in which he endeavors to point out the “con- 
spiracy.” It is thought that this is about the 
first time company representatives have been 
arrested for trying to reduce rates. 

It is charged that some of the non-union 
field men inspired the Atchison arrest. 

The local agents who got out the warrants 
are J. A. Spalding, Walter Oestertag, J. K. 
Fisher, C. D. Hutchins, Dr. Horn and M. N. 
Mishler. The field men are charged with 
violating the anti-trust law in entering a 
combination of skill and acts whereby rates 
might be controlled. 

The specials were there the day before 
Thanksgiving and four left before warrants 
were served. They will all return, however, 
to accept process. The penalty of convic- 
tion is a fine of not more than $1,000 and 
not less than 30 days’ nor more than six 
months’ jail sentence. 

The two union agencies engaged in the 
struggle are A. S. Drury and Klopfenstein & 
Wilson. The special agents opened a cam- 
paign for business, having their agents use 
the non-cancellation clause. The knife has 
gone deep into rates. 

Thomas Bates, the insurance attorney of 
Chicago, went to Atchison this week to take 
charge of the cases brought against special 
agents, for the companies.

DAMAGE DONE BY WATER.

CONTROVERSY OVER BUILDING ORDINANCES. 
Inspector McLeran of Duluth has: threat 
ened an advance in rates on buildings heated 
by hot air furnaces if the proposed new 
building ordinances are amended, as_ the 
Builders Exchange and some furnace people 
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desire. The proposed ordinances, which Mr. 
McLeran helped draft, provide that metal 
hot air ducts shall have double tubes five- 
eighths of am inch apart, affording an air 
chamber. Hot-air furnace men say this will 
increase the expense so as to put them in 
close competition with manufacturers of 
steam and hot water heaters. They want a 
single pipe covered with asbestos permitted 
by the ordinances. 





APPREHENSIVE AS TO CONDITIONS. 





Situation as to Rates in Missouri, Kansas and 
Nebraska Is Becoming Grave in 
Some Sections. 





Special agents in Missouri, Kansas and 
Nebraska are considerably worried over the 
situation in those states. Up to a few months 
ago conditions in these states had consider- 
ably improved and the field men were much 
encouraged over the prospects. Local agents 
had agreed among themselves in most points 
to observe good practices and affairs were 
well in hand. Recently there has been a 
growing amount of restlessness caused by 
some companies getting after the business 
with greater alacrity. These companies have 
not lived up to good practices and here and 
there the tariff has not been observed. This 
has caused other companies to grant relief, 
as the local agents have been complaining 
of the methods used by competitors. Rates 
have been declared off in some of the towns. 
It seems to be a very difficult task to keep 
everybody in line. Loopholes here and there 
grow larger and with the stiff competition in 
the field it is very easy to bring about de- 
moralization when once rate-cutting starts. 





DES MOINES BOARD HAS DISBANDED. 





First of Iowa Underwriters Organizations to 
Quit After Supreme Court Upheld 
the Anti-Compact Law. 





The Des Moines Board of Fire Under- 
writers lost no time in disbanding after the 
supreme court decision was handed down 
upholding the constitutionality of the anti- 
compact law in Iowa. It was the first board 
to disband, though others will follow. The 
day following the announcement of the de- 
cision the Des Moines agents got together 
and discussed the situation. It was the opin- 
ion of a few that the board should continue 
until legal advice could be had, but the ma- 
jority favored immediate dissolution. 

Last Saturday night the members of the 
old board got together and banqueted at the 
Kirkwood hotel in Des Moines as a sort of 
farewell to the old rate combination. None 
of the insurance agencies seem to fear a 
rate war or a material lowering of rates be- 
cause of the broken combine. 

There has been some discussion as to 
whether the agents would be prosecuted for 
continuing their combination under the de- 
cision of Judge McPherson, holding the law 
unconstitutional, but it is not believed that 
such steps will be taken. 

Whether any concerted action will be taken 
looking to a repeal of the law is not known. 
It is not believed that such repeal could at 
this time be brought about. It is very un- 


likely, therefore, that any such action will 
be taken. The insurance men _ complied 
strictly with the requirements of the law 


prior to Judge McPherson’s holding, and now 
show no disposition whatever to violate the 
statute. 

It is also reported that the Council Bluffs 
board disbanded last week. 

The insurance companies have not sent out 
anv formal notices to their Iowa agents re- 
garding the United States supreme court 
decision, as they are w aiting to hear from their 
attorneys. The field men have been quietly 
advising local agents to disband their organiza- 
tions. The Iowa committee of the Western 
Union, of which Fred S. James of .the Na- 
tional is chairman, will probably make a report 
to members in a short time.

GENERAL WESTERN NOTES. 


A. C. Stocker’s agency of the American 
of Philadelphia has been transferred to J. F. 
Conklin & Zonne Company at Minneapolis. 


The Columbia Fire of Omaha is investigat- 
ing the laws and requirements of the adjacent 
states with the intention of extending its scope 
of operations. 


An ordinance providing for the appoint- 
ment of an electrical inspector has been 
adopted by the city council of Creston, Ia., 
and is now being enforced. 


Osceola, Neb.,. has recently been rerated, 
and, by reason of the installation of a $250,- 
oco waterworks system, some risks get a 
reduction of about 50 percent. 


A petition in bankruptcy has been filed at 
St. Paul by Jay Ferris, a St. Paul insurance 
agent. His assets are given as not over $12, 
and liabilities are listed at $12,847.45. 


The Georgia Home of Columbia, Ga., has 
decided to enter Oklahoma and Indian terri- 
tories and Special Agent George Pfouts of 
Texas is now in the field planting agencies. 


The Wisconsin insurance department has 
had a representative in St. Louis checking 
over the securities of the American Guaranty 
Fund Mutual Fire, together with a repre- 
sentative of the Missouri department. 


During November only 111 fire alarms 
were turned in at Minneapolis, of which only 
thirty-seven came over the regular system. 
The fire loss will not amount to over $15,000. 
This is a new record for the department. 


J. H. Smith has resigned as vice-president 
of the Capital of Des Moines in order to 
devote all his time to the Farmers of Cedar 
Rapids, of which he is president. Charles S. 
Berry of Cedar Rapids has been elected 
vice-president of the Capital. 

Some of the Missouri towns have been in- 
formed by fire insurance companies, when the 
city council imposed a license tax against the 
companies, that the rates in the town would 
be raised sufficient to pay the tax imposed, 
thus making plain that the people have to pay 
the taxes. 





LIFE INSURANCE GIRGLES. 


RESIGNATION OF [UTUAL’S CHIEF, 











President McOurdy Steps Down from the Posi- 
tion He Has Occupied So Long—Gos- 
sip About the Company. 


President R. A. McCurdy of the Mutual 
Life last week tendered to the board of di- 
rectors his resignation, which was accepted. 
The rumor that Mr. McCurdy intended to 
take this step gained considerable credence 
during the. past few weeks. Mr. McCurdy 
is 70 years old. He is a son of the late Rob- 
ert H. McCurdy, for many years a director 
of the company. Mr. McCurdy studied law 
at Harvard, and after graduating practiced 
in New York. In 1860 he was appointed 
attorney for the Mutual Life, was elected 
vice-president in 1865, and president in 188s. 

It was during the administration of Presi- 
dent McCurdy that the Mutual Life devel- 
oped so rapidly and successfully. He is a 
man of large ability, and during his prime 
he was the active head of every department 
of the company. 

He attracted to his company a large num- 
ber of successful general agents throughout 
the field, who were always loyal to him. 
Many of them he called by their first names. 
Mr. McCurdy is counted a good judge of 
men, and the success of the Mutual Life is 
largely attributed to his efforts. He has 
always been the big man of the company 
and had the final word in framing its course 
of procedure. During later years, as age 
came upon him, he delegated some of the 
work, particularly the agency department, to 
other hands. 

* *k * 

It was first thought that Mr. McCurdy 
and his son would make a strong fight to 
retain their hold in the ee When 
the president appointed J. T. Davies as gen- 
eral solicitor of the ro Mo to succeed the 
late E. L. Short, it was taken to mean that 
a fight for supremacy would be put up. At 
the meeting of trustees a month ago, when 
the company’s investigating committee was 
appointed to look into the affairs of the 
company, Mr. Davies, who is a trustee, de- 
fended the McCurdy administration, but at 
the same time advocated the appointment of 
the probing committee. He acted as counsel 
for the first committee, until Stuyvesant fish 
succeeded E. B. Morris on the committee. 
When Mr. Fish went on the committee J. B. 
Dill was chosen as counsel. There have ap- 
parently been two factions in the trustees, 
divided on the question of how far to go 
in the investigation and manner of making 
it public; also the method of dealing with 
the McCurdy regime. | 

* 

H. H. Rogers P; me Standard Oil Com- 
pany and George F. Baker, president of the 
First National Bank, who are both trustees, 
evidently have been taking quite a hand in 
trying to shape the Mutual’s affairs. It is 
said that the appointment of Frederic Crom- 
well, treasurer of the company, as acting 
president, was largely brought about by the 
influence of these two trustees. 

It is said that the investigating committee 
really was the force causing the retirement 
of A. C. Fields, who was legislative man 
for the Mutual at Albany, and was at the 
head of the famous house in that city which 
was kept open during the legislative season. 
It is also understood that the committee felt 
it best to bring about the resignation of C. J 
Smith, who was at the head of the com- 
peny’s literary department. Mr. Smith is an 
insurance newspaper man and editor of the 
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Insurance ‘Record. W. S. Sullivan, the ad- 
vertising manager of the company, has been 
appointed to succeed Mr. Fields as the head 
of the supply department. 


It is stated that General Manager R. H. 
McCurdy and L. A. Thebaud, a son-in-law 
of R. A. McCurdy and a member of the firm 
of Raymond & Co., New York city, general 
agents of the Mutual, have resigned, but no 
action has been taken by the trustees. 

R. Peckham, justice of the United 
States supreme court, resigned as trustee, 
having been elected to the position in 1884. 
It is said that Judge Peckham favored and 
urged: immediate and drastic reforms. 

It is said that Mr. Cromwell’s election did 
not entirely meet the approbation of the house 
cleaning committee. Mr. Cromwell has been 
trustee for twenty-five years and treasurer 
for twenty years. Naturally he has been 
intimately associated with the McCurdy ad- 
ministration. 

* * * 

The trustees of the Mutual Life met on 
Monday of this week and talked over the suc- 
cessor of President McCurdy. The trustees 
have agreed to elect Charles A. Peabody as 
president of the company. The two factions 
in the trustees each had a candidate. One 
faction is controlled by the Standard Oil 
crowd and desired to get a purely financial 
man in sympathy with it to act as chief. The 
other leaned more toward securing a practical 
insurance man. Mr. Peabody is said to have 
been a compromise. He is a banker and rail- 
road man, being a director in the Gallatin Na- 
tional Bank, Bank for Savings, Bank of Com- 
merce, Astor National Bank and is a trustee 
in other financial institutions. He is on the 
board of directors of the Illinois Central, 
Union Pacific and the Delaware & Hudson 
railroads. He is the chief representative of 
the William Waldorf Astor estate. 

The trustees chose Frederick Cromwell, who 
was chosen acting president after Mr. Mc- 
Curdy resigned, as_ vice-president. Emory 
McClintock is slated for the position of sec- 
ond vice-president. He is the actuary of the 
company. If this program is carried through, 
it displaces Vice-President R. A. Granniss 
and Second Vice-President W. R. Gillette, 
who have been active forces in the Mutual Life 
management. 





CAULKINS TAKES GENERAL AGENCY. 


D. L. Caulkins of Cincinnati has been ap- 
pointed general agent of the Connecticut 
Mutual Life at Cleveland, to succeed E. M. 
France, who resigned some time ago to take 
a similar position with the State Mutual Life. 
Mr. Caulkins has for some years been chief 
clerk in the Cincinnati office of the railway 
mail service, but at the same time has had 
some experience in the life business, having 
solicited for the Connecticut Mutual when he 
had spare time. His appointment dates from 
Dec. 1, and he will take up the work within 
a short time.

WILL EXAMINE MUTUAL RESERVE. 


Superintendent Vandiver of Missouri while 
in New York will start an examination on 
his account of the Mutual Reserve Life. He 
will employ Actuary Wolfe to do the work. 
The future course of the Missouri depart- 
ment with reference to this company will 
doubtless depend upon the result of the ex- 
amination. Mr. Vandiver claims to have very 
many complaints in regard to the way this 
company conducts its business and settles its 
death claims.

BOWMAN SUES FOR DAMAGES. 

Suit for $100,000 damages has been insti- 
tuted by A. Smith Bowman, president of the 
American Reserve Bond Company, against 
Louisville parties who have brought action 
against President Bowman and the Southern 
Mutual Investment of Lexington, Ky., which 
recently changed its name to the American 
Reserve Bond Company and moved its head- 
quarters to Chicago. The plaintiff in the 
damage suit declares that a circular letter 
recently sent out by the Louisville defendants 
“cruelly and wickedly” reflected upon the 
affairs of the Southern Mutual and that the 
intimations in the circular letter that “the 





business of the company has been sadly mis- 
managed and its assets flagrantly misapplied” 
is “false, ‘malicious and libelous.” Attorney 
Charles A. Shield of Louisville, who is named 
as one of the defendants in the damage suit, 
declares in an interview that the action is a 
“bluff” and designed to escape threatened 
prosecution. Mr. Shield, with an associate 
attorney, recently instituted in the federal 
court at Frankfort an action to have a re- 
ceiver appointed for the Southern Mutual. 
The attorneys acted for one S. M. Bernard 


of Colorado.

RESERVE DEPOSIT LAW FOR OHIO. 


There is a movement on foot in Ohio to 
have a law passed making the organization 
of mutual life insurance companies more 
easy and providing for the deposit of the 
reserve with the state. The organizers of the 
proposed new companies are said to be in 
favor of it. 





MEETING OF DETROIT LIFE AGENTS. 





Fred O. Paige of the Mutual Life and Judge 
R. E. Frazer Were the Speakers of 
the Occasion. 





A forceful talk on the present life insurance 
situation by Fred O. Paige, manager for the 
Mutual Life of New York, was the feature 
of the monthly meeting of the Detroit Life 
Underwriters Association. The principal trend 
of his argument was toward placing all com- 
panies under federal supervision. His address, 
which called forth a lively discussion, was in 
part as follows: 


“The tax to the companies doing business in 
Michigan has amounted to from $400,000 to $500,- 
000 annually. In addition to this the companies 
have had to pay from $10 to $25 a day for clerks 
while occupied in making examinations. And 
what has been accomplished? It is simply in- 
creasing the cost of insurance without any ap- 
parent result. Why should not insurance com- 
panies, be conducted under the-supervision of 
a federal department, the same as national 
banks? They are as necessary and as import- 
ant to the public. 

“The life insurance business has grown so 
rapidly that the safeguards surrounding it have 
been unable to keep pace. The business has 
reached such a prominence that to do away 
with insurance companies would be to de- 
stroy the entire financial fabric of the country. 
Why, then, not take this great and important 
industry from under the supervision of forty- 
two separate departments, each with its dif- 
ferent laws governing the conduct of the busi- 
ness, and put it under one federal department 
and enact laws making it necessary for every 
dollar to be accounted for, and a criminal of- 
fense for an officer to misappropriate any of 
the funds of his company? 

“It appears to me that the public is largely 
to blame for the present condition of things. 
A citizen who is not sufficiently interested to 
use-his best efforts in filling public offices with 
honest and trustworthy men has no license to 
complain of someone else who is found to be 
dilatory.” 


Robert E. Frazer, circuit judge, was another 
speaker and some of his pointed observations 
are given below: 


“A public official who will violate his oath 
and betray the trust and confidence reposed in 
him is the lowest of criminals. 

“Some men seem to think that a crime com- 
mitted to further the political ends of their party 
or themselves is akin to virtue. 

“Every wrong committed by an insurance 
company strikes the policyholder and the bene- 
ficiary, weakens public confidence, betrays a 
sacred trust and robs the widow and the orphan. 

“A life insurance company that is conducted 
by honest men upon honest principles is the 
noblest and most beneficient organization ever 
devised by man. 

“No one man can be a policyholder in a life 
insurance company unless he is nobly unselfish 
and has a love for his family that lasts after 
death, for it.is only after death that the bene- 
fits go to his family, and they never go to him. 

“A life insurance company is a kind of a 
quasi-public corporation, and for this reason 
should be, like banks, subject to scrutiny by 
others, and this scrutiny should be of the most 
rigid character, and this inspection should be 
courted. by both the companies and the officials, 
for it is only the dishonest who fear inspection.” 





DEAL WILL LIKELY GO THROUGH. 

Present indications are that the long-drawn- 
out legal contest over the Western Life 
Indemnity of Chicago will be amicably settled. 
The company has won practically all its points 
in the federal court, although the bankruptcy 
proceedings against Manager Rosenfeld are 
still. in progress. Judge Kohlsaat has declared 
that the policyholders will be allowed to hold 
the meeting, which he originally enjoined, to

pass upon the proposition for reinsurance in 
the Security Life & Annuity, provided sufficient 
notice is given. The meeting has now been 
called for Jan. 2, when it is assured that the 
deal will go through, as the officers of the 
Western Life Indemnity have a very large 
majority of proxies. 





TO SELL MONTHLY PAYMENT POLICY. 





United Underwriters Company Opens Georgia 
for Sale of Provident Contract Under- 
written by Union Mutual Life. 





The United Underwriters Companv of New 
York, which sells a monthly payment life 
policy, underwritten by the Union Mutual Life, 
has decided to open a state agency for Georgia, 
to be devoted entirely to handling this policy. 
The Union Mutual is already planted in the 
Atlanta general agency of J. L. Riley & Co. 
The new department is entirely separate and 
is in charge of E. T. Malone, who has been 
for some time past agency director for the 
Mutual Benefit Life, under General Agent 
Clarence Angier at Atlanta. Mr. Malone is a 
brother of A. W. Malone, a partner in the 
Rilev agency. He began organizing his forces 
the first of the month and his previous experi- 
ence and ability guarantee him success. 

This monthly payment contract has a fixed 
premium for all ages, the death benefit and 
other values varying with the age of the 
assured. For a monthly premium of 50 cents, 
the face of the policy is $210 for all ages from 
sixteen to twenty-one, and the amount of in- 
surance decreases from that proportionately to 
$51, at age sixty. The policy is non-partici- 
pating, is incontestable after one year, has no 
restrictions as to occupation and travel and 
carries extended and paid-up insurance values 


‘and a cash surrender, in accordance with the 


Maine non-forfeiture law. The regular form 
of policy and application is used. 





STATE LIFE LOSES IOWA CASE. 


The State Life of Indiana, which was barred 
from Iowa several months ago because of its 
use of the seven-year dated back provision, 
has received an adverse decision in the Iowa 
supreme court, growing out of the same prac- 
tice. Charles B. Hubbard of Duncan county 
took out a $20,000 endowment policy in the 
company on the seven-year dated-back plan. 
He gave a note for $956.20 covering the first 
premium, which was to be deposited in the 
bank until Hubbard was satisfied the policy 
was all right. He became dissatisfied, but was 
told that the note had been disposed of. He 
sued and got judgment in full against the 
company, which has now been confirmed by 
the supreme court.

WILL NOT SELL STOCK. 


The United States Life & Annuity, which is 
completing its organization in Chicago, will not 
sell stock in connection with its policies. 
The management states that it has sold its 
stock as an investment and when it begins 
business it will only sell its policy contracts. 
Its stock has already been subscribed and pay- 
ments are now being called. It will make its 
deposit with the Illinois department and hopes 
to get started within a few weeks. It has 
moved its home office to the new Heyworth 
building in Chicago. 

++ ++ 
GOING AFTER REBATERS. 


It is understood that the Ohio insurance 
department will take action against any com- 
panies or agents that have been guilty of 
rebating on life premiums. The confessions 
of certain men in the east and the arrest of a 
Philadelphia general agent of the New York 
Life have resulted in a quiet investigation in 
Columbus, it is‘ said, and if it is found that 
agents or companies have been guilty of such 
practices their licenses to do business will be 
revoked. In addition it will then be up to 
prosecuting attorneys to go after them under 
the law which provides for a fine of from 
$100 to $500 for agents or companies, or in 
the case of agents, thirty days in jail, or both. 

Supt. Vandiver of Missouri also has taken 
the subject-up. He will bring to the attention 
of the attorney-general the practice of 
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wealthy men who take “flyers” from year to 
year and keep themselves insured at very 
small expense, and see if something cannot be 
done to stop it. He has an Indiana company 
on the grill. 





FEATURES OF THE INVESTIGATION. 





Immense Amount of Stenographic Work in 
Connection with the Probe—Rake Off 
on This Labor. 





New York, Dec. 5.—(Special Correspond- 
ence).—The annual day set apart for Thanks- 
giving afforded a lull in the insurance legis- 
lative investigation during the past week. 
Outside of President McCall and Vice-Presi- 
dent Perkins of the New York Life, the 
most important witness called before the 
committee was George D. Eldridge, vice- 
president of the Mutual Reserve Life. 

Mr. Eldridge has been termed the “savior” 
of the Mutual Reserve Life. He is a man 
of wonderful resources, and few witnesses 
have appeared before the committee who pos- 
sess a greatet degree of confidence than he. 
His task—explaining the process of trans- 
forming a mammoth assessment institution 
into a legal reserve company, and the con- 
solidation of other concerns—was not a light 
one; still he arose to the occasion with the 
same degree of vigor and earnestness as 
has characterized his labor during the past 
few years when battling against tremendous 
odds. 

* * * 

An idea of the far-reaching magnitude of 
the investigation was given when Chicago 
interests became closely identified with it last 
week. In explaining the deal whereby his 
company took over the Northwestern Life of 
Chicago, Mr. Eldridge stated that a sum of 
money considerably over $200,000 had been 
paid to S. O. Levinson, an attorney of Chi- 
cago, ostensibly for a third party. Reference 
has been made to the fact that he is now 
posing as a real reformer, desirous of pro- 
tecting (?) policyholders’ interests in the 
Western Life Indemnity of Chicago. 

Considerable discussion has taken place 
within the past few days as to the probable 
extent of the work of the committee and the 
advisability of continuing same after Jan. 
1. All the Massachusetts companies have 
been notified to hold themselves in readiness 
to have suitable officers appear as witnesses 
and explain the workings of their respective 
companies; in each instance an outline of 
the information desired has been given, so 
that there may be no delay. The officers 
state that they are anxious to go into the 
details of their management. 


One who has been closely in touch with 
the meetings since they commenced states 
that greater surprises are in store at future 
sessions. If his statement is correct, the 
committee has information that one company 
has had its home office force working nights 
and holidays, getting up a new set of books 
to present when requested; that one who 
has been working on same has given a tip to 
Inquisitor Hughes. 

Another question upon which more in- 
formation is desired is that of rebating. The 
committee is anxious to nail the practice. 
Names of men of rebating fame located in 
Philadelphia, Pittsburg and Chicago have been 
furnished the committee; also instances where 
rebates are known to have been given, and 
if the gentlemen come within jurisdiction 
they will be given a chance to explain a few 
things along these lines. | 


An interesting feature of the investigation 
is the stenographic work. The original esti- 
mate placed the cost at $6,000. Already $to,- 
ooo has been expended, and the total cost will 
easily reach $15,000. Remarkable as it may 
seem, 2 private firm offered to do the work 
at a figure which, at the present rate, would 
bring the total cost up to about $2,000. The 
offer was rejected, because it was deemed ad- 
visable to have the official stenographers of 
the legislature do the work. These worthies, 
having secured the contract at a figure over 
seven times that of another firm, immediately 
proceeded to “farm out” the job, so that 
they have not taken any testimony, but 





have received a “rake off” on the work of 
others. 

It is said the investigating committee will 
‘probe into the New York insurance depart- 
ment to ascertain whether former Supt. L. F. 
Payn, the old political cog wheel, was paid 
$40,000 by the Mutual Reserve for allowing 
the company to write the report of his ex- 
amination of it. Such testimony was given 
before the Canadian investigation committee 

It is now claimed that George W. Perkins 
will shortly sever his connection with the New 
York Life except as a trustee. He has just 
been appointed chairman of the boards of the 
Pere Marquette and Cincinnati, Hamilton & 
Dayton railroads, and it is thought this will 
occupy his time so fully as to preclude his 
giving attention to the New York Life. It is 
stated that J. P. Morgan for some time has 
‘desired him to quit active work for the life 
company. 





WANT NEBRASKA COMPANIES PROBED 





Life Underwriters Association at Omaha Passes 
Some Resolutions Throwihg Out Num- 
erous Derogatory Insinuations. 





Declaring their belief in investigation, the 
Nebraska Life Underwriters Association has 
unanimously adopted a series of resolutions 
demanding that “life insurance companies 
chartered by the state of Nebraska should be 
investigated by a legislative committee or by 
an expert actuary of standing, in order that 
the citizens and policyholders of the state may 
know whether their policies are legally and 
properly safeguarded and their eauities care- 
fully secured, and thus make certain that those 
companies have sufficient assets properly in- 
vested to cover all their liabilities, and 
also ascertain whether undue extravagance, 
nepotism or other bad practices exist. The 
annual statements of the companies of the 
state, sworn to by their officers and on file 
with the state auditor, show that they used 
between 34 and 48 percent of their entire in- 
come for expense of management, while the 
companies investigated by the New York leg- 
islative committee and those most severely 
criticised have used for this purpose less than 
half as much. If the laws of Nebraska are 
not adequate for the complete protection of 
the policyholders they should be amended, and 
if not complied with in letter and in spirit 
the rolicyholders are entitled to know the 
facts.” 





MAY RE-ENTER THE FIELD. 


The New York Life Insurance & Trust 
Company of New York, which practically 
withdrew from the life insurance field in 
1840, is contemplating entering the business 
again. It has but a few policies in force, 
these being issued mostly in 1875. It has 
an annuity fund of $2,181,137. It has done 
chiefly a fiduciary business. The company 
has $1,000,000 capital.

COMPANY IS NOT LIABLE. 


Rebates made by an agent without the 
knowledge or consent of the company do not 
lay the company liable for violation of the 
law against rebates, according to a decision 
handed down by the court of appeals in the 
case of the Equitable Life against the com- 
monwealth of Kentucky. The opinion re- 
versing the judgment of the Fulton circuit 
court was given by Judge Nunn. The Equit- 
able was indicted in Fulton county for giv- 
ing rebates on policies on the life of Walter 
Morris. The lower court held the company 
liable for the acts of its agent. The higher 
court holds that the statute is good and the 
agent is liable, but the company is not re- 
sponsible when it is shown that the rebates 
were allowed without its knowledge or con- 
sent.

SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS ON OLD MEN. 





Michigan A. 0. U. W. Will Levy Them in an 
Effort to Clear Up Its Past Due 
Death Claims. 





Old members of the Ancient Order of 
United Workmen in Michigan are to be sub- 
jected to special assessments. The Michigan 
grand lodge is $150,000 behind on its death 
claims. The supreme lodge owes it $84,000 
of this, but it cannot get it—at any rate, for 
the present. At a recent meeting it was de- 
cided to levy ten special monthly assessments 
on members over 55 years old, from which it 
is expected to realize $75,000. Against this 
amount it is proposed to borrow $50,000 for 
use at once in clearing up old claims. The 
supreme lodge is two years behind in its pay- 
ments to the grand lodge and these special 
assessments are likely to continue for more 
than ten months, as it is not thought the 
supreme body can settle within that time. 

The ten special assessments will begin in 
December. The rate varies according to pres- 
ent age of members. Those from 55 to 60 
years of age will pay 60 cents per $1,000 in 
addition to their regular monthly assessment; 
from 60 to 65, 70 cents; 65 to 70, 80 cents, 
and over 70, $1. According to the new 
schedule adopted last year, men over 55 
years old are already paying $4.20 assessment 
per $1,000, so that insurance will now cost 
them from $4.80 to $5.20. Some 5,000 old 
members, most of them carrying $2,000 cer- 
tificates, will be subject to these special as- 
sessments. 





DECIDES CLAUSE IS VOID. 


The Massachusetts supreme court in the 
case of Ellen Reagan against the Union Mutual 
Life has decided that the incontestable-from- 
date clause is void. The company is held to 
have open to it the defense that the assured 
used fraud or made false representations to 
obtain the insurance, as to deny it this defense 
would be against public policy. 

The decision distinguishes the case from 
one where the incontestability of the policy 
for fraud takes effect after the policy has 
been in force a reasonable period, when the 
clause is valid. The latter clause gives the 
insured a guaranty against possible expensive 
litigation to defeat his claim, and at the same 
time gives the company time and opportunity 
to investigate to ascertain whether the policy 
should be kept in force, and is justified.

PUBLICITY COMMITTEE WILL REPORT. 

The Indiana Association of Life Under- 
writers will meet next Monday evening to 
hear the final report of the publicity com- 
mittee appointed at the last regular meeting.

DECISION AS TO EQUITABLE SURPLUS. 


Policyholders in the Equitable Life of New 
York have no legal rights to participation in 
the profits of the company, as represented by 
the surplus, beyond the amounts assigned to 
them by the company, according to a decision 
of the supreme court of New York. The 
demurrers of Equitable Life directors and 
trustees to the complaint of Rowland D. 
Buford, who brought suit to have a distribu- 
tion of the society’s surplus, were sustained 
by the court. Buford claims that in 1904 the 
society distributed in dividends among the 
policyholders the sum of $6,001,906, of which 
he received $13. He asserts that the sum 
which should have been distributed was $86,- 
796,175, of which his proportion would have 
been $188. 

Justice Scott held that the company in its 
policies simply guarantees the insurant “par 
ticipation in profits,” but makes no agreement 
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as to the extent of such participation. There is 
nothing in the law or the company’s charter, 
the court also asserted, which stipulates that 
no surplus shall be retained in excess of the 
legal reserve.

ARRESTED ON REBATE CHARGE. 


Harold Pierce, general agen: of the New 
York Life at Philadelphia and one of the 
company’s star producers, was arrested last 
week and placed under bond for appearance 
on the charge of rebating the entire first 
year’s premium on a policy of $100,000 issued 
to Benjamin C. Warnock, a broker, the pre- 
mium amounting to $2,505. Warnock testi- 
fied that a man named Reilly offered him the 
policy, explaining that by placing it Pierce 
could get a bonus that would amount to 
more than the commission. Warnock agreed 
to take the policy if it would be within the 
law. He alleges that it was issued and ac- 
cepted by him, but he afterward surrendered 
it, having concluded that it was an unlawful 
transaction. A man named Lynch swore out 
the complaint against Pierce. Pierce says 
that he will have a complete answer to 
present at the hearing. 





FRUITS OF THE CURRENT AGITATION. 





Recent Events That May Be Traced to the 
Present Disturbed Condition of the 
Life Insurance Business. 





The claim of Lawson that he controls the 
majority of the proxies of the New York 
Life and Mutual is taken with many grains 
of salt. The thinking people, while admiring 
Lawson’s courage in exposing methods of 
frenzied finance, do not regard him as a 
safe man to handle life insurance funds. 
By his own testimony he was once tarred 
with a black stick. He is still a plunger in 
the stock market and expensive in his habits. 
Just where he comes in as the right stripe 
of man to bring reforms in life insurance 
cannot be seen. He is all right in his place, 
but it is not in an influential position to 
control life insurance funds. He is not far 
enough removed from his past. A screecher 
like Lawson might play hari-kari with a life 
company. Some of his statements as to cut- 
ting life insurance rates 40 percent shows 
his ignorance. Life companies are not han- 
kering after a stock broker to guide them 
at the present stage. 


Georgia policyholders of the New York 
Life and the Mutual Life Insurance com- 
panies will hold a meeting at the Piedmont 
Hotel, Atlanta, on Dec. 12, for the purpose 
of forming a protective association. 


Thirty policyholders of the Mutual Life, 
New York Life and the Equitable met at Co- 
lumbus, O., and decided to secure as many 
proxies as possible in order to take concerted 
action when the time for electing directors 
comes. It is understood that some of the 
policyholders are unwilling to hand their 
proxies over to Lawson. 


Agents of the Mutual and New York Life 
in Indiana are doing their utmost to stem the 
tide in the state in favor of sending proxies 
to Lawson. Letters are being written to pro- 
moters of the movement, denouncing Lawson 
and praising the present management of the 
companies. 

Superintendent Vandiver of Missouri in his 
answer to-the New York Life’s injunction 
suit raises the point that his action has been 
taken in his offijcial capacity and not as an 
individual; therefore, he holds, the state is 
really made defendant in the suit and it cannot 
be maintained. The case will be argued 
Dec. 27. 

The executive committee of the Ohio Policy- 
holders Association, in an open letter, states 
that it fully indorses the statement of the New 
York investigating committee: “Hold on to 
your policies. We are in a better position now 
than for years.” The committee also stamps 
the giving of proxies to any person to vote 
policies as impracticable, as the changes in the 
personnel of the management of insurance 
companies without making important amend- 





ments to the laws of the states would be 
prejudicial to the good work now being done 
by the New York committee. The executive 
committee also says that at a convention to 
be held delegates of prominence will be 
selected to attend meetings of the mutual com- 
panies. 


Commissioner Folk of Tennessee has called 
a meeting of policyholders of life companies 
which give policyholders the right to vote for 
Dec. 20 at Nashville. The object of the meet- 
ing will be to select delegates to attend annual 
meetings of these companies who can hold 
proxies for policyholders in the state. 

Policyholders of the “big three” at Ports- 
mouth, O., wave organiied and decided ‘o 
send their proxies to Lawson. 

The Equitable has decided that no more 
advances to agents shall be carried as loans 
by trust companies. 


Life insurance policyholders met at Warrens- 
burg, Mo., and organized the Johnson County 
Life Insurance Policyholders Association. 
Resolutions were adopted asking the Missouri 
policyholders to organize in each county and 
send delegates to a state meeting to be held 
in Jefferson City, Dec. 28. 


The New York Life has filed an answer to 
the suit brought against it at Akron, O., to 
oust it from doing business in the state.

SUIT OVER CHANGE OF BENEFICIARY. 

Mrs. Josephine Hill, widow of the late 
Sherman Hill of Taylorville, Ill., is suing her 
sister-in-law, Mattie Hill, for a $2,000 insur- 
ance policy. Hill and his wife had trouble 
before his death, and he changed the policy 
so as to make his sister the beneficiary, 
although his wife was paying the premiums 
on the policy. 





AMONG THE FRATERNALS. 











W. S. Richmond, head of the Fraternal 
Bond of St. Joseph, Mo., has been arrested 
and released on bail, charged with running a 
life insurance company without complying 
with the state law. 


President C. M. Gardner of the Colonial 
Insurance Union, a Toledo fraternal, has been 
arrested at the instance of the Ohio insurance 
department on charge of embezzlement. He 
is said to have collected money and used it for 
personal purposes. 


The Missouri insurance department has 
licensed the United Fraternal League of Lowry 
City, Mo., to do a fraternal beneficiary busi- 
ness. The association will confine its opera- 
tions to negroes. 


The Twenty-Five Hundred, a new fraternal 
at Ludington, Mich., has secured its charter 
and starts out with 100 members. The amount 
of the policy is governed by the number of 
members, so the first policies are written for 
$100. When the society numbers 500, the 
values of the policies will be increased ac- 
cordingly, and so on, until the limit, 2,500, is 
reached. 


The Indiana Fraternal Congress met at In- 
dianapolis on Tuesday. Among the papers 
read was one by Milo Meredith of Wabash, 
state commander of the Maccabees, on “The 
Benefits of Publicity,” and another by W. T. 
Walker of Indianapolis on “Present Condi- 
tions of the Old-line Companies.” 


It is reported that since the Knights of 
the Maccabees advanced rates in 1904, one- 
fourth of the members at Peoria, IIl., have 
quit. Peoria is largely an “anti-administra- 
tion” town and wants the old rates restored.

DOES NOT BELIEVE IN SIDE ISSUES. 





Vice-President Hoyt of the Chicago Life Looks 
with Disfavor on Special Schemes in 
the Sale of Insurance. 





Vice-President H. H. Hoyt of the Chicago 
Life since assuming his position with that 
company has been giving much attention to 
methods that a young western company can 
pursue to develop its business permanently 
and conservatively. While Mr. Hoyt does 
not regard the selling of stock, special con- 
tracts, etc., as illegal or even irregular, yet 
he declares that they are departures from the 
old principles of the business and tend to 
divert the minds of agents and policyhold- 
ers from life insurance. In other words, Mr. 
Hoyt points out that life insurance is not 
sold on its merits by employing these 
methods. 

While the various plans adopted by many 
of the newer companies stimulate business, 
build up assets and cause a greater expansion 
than if no device were used, yet he ques- 
tions the ultimate success of these special 
deals. 

Mr. Hoyt seems to think that new com- 
panies can find regular avenues for growth 
where life insurance itself and not its at- 
tachments or outside inducements will appeal 
to men. He acknowledges that growth dur- 
ing the earlier years may not be as rapid, 
but feels it will be more permanent and on a 
more substantial foundation. 

In view of Mr. Hoyt’s ideas nuderwriters will 
watch with interest his administration of the 
Chicago Life. He is a man of large experi- 
ence in the agency field who has had oppor- 
tunities to know what are the needs of the 
business. If Mr. Hoyt can devise a plan to 
prosecute the work of his company success- 
fully along old established lines he will do 
much for the business.

In 1808 it got out a policy 
on this form, although almost all its business 
is on the annual dividend plan. 

John D. Fackler has resigned as inspector 
of agencies of the Equitable Life for the 
Cleveland district and will devote himself to 
the practice of law as a, member of the firm 
of Fackler, Wilcox & Morris. 

The Philadelphia Mutual Life has written 
over $1,000,000 of business in its first month. 
The company is organized under the assess- 
ment laws, but stock is being sold with poli- 
cies. When $300,000 of stock is sold the 
company will go on a legal reserve basis. 


Advices from New York are to the effect 
that a great falling off in business is revealed 
by the examination of the Bankers Life of 
that city, which was concluded last Friday. 
It is understood that there has been a reduc- 
tion in one year from some $10,000,000 to 
$3,000,000, 

W. G. Ennen, formerly with the State 
Mutual Life of Georgia, has been appointed 
Louisville manager of the Fidelity Mutual 
Life. J. W. Dobson, formerly with the Union 
Mutual, has been appointed special agent for 
the Fidelity Mutual, with headquarters at 
Lebanon, Ky.

laws and execute the same for a system of 
business transactions, extending, under vary- 
ing conditions which vary with locality, con- 
tracts issued under laws formulated and ad- 
justed to the conditions surrounding them. 
Any change at the present time would be 
against the charters of the respective com- 
panies, and the result would be disastrous to 
the interests of the policyholders, all policies 
having been issued under existing state laws. 
Executive Committee Is Appointed. 

It was then agreed that the chairman should 
appoint an executive committee of five, the 
chairman, J. B. Reynolds of Missouri, to be 
chairman of the committee. The chair ap- 
pointed Charles E. Dark of Indiana, Samuel 
Bosworth Smith of Tennessee. George B. 
Peak of Iowa and B. H. Robison of Ne- 
braska as the other members of the com- 
mittee. 

On motion the committee was instructed to 
call a meeting at Jefferson Hotel, St. Louis, 





for Jan. 30, 1906, for further conference, to 
arrange a program for discussion and to 
invite all the legal reserve companies in the 
western, southern and central states to send 
representatives to the meeting.

memory and seemingly a woeful amount of 
ignorance. Later testimony from other sources 
has contradicted some statements of its offi- 
cials. 
General Conditions in the Mutual. 

Life insurance men as well as the public 
have agreed that general conditions in the 
Mutual, especially in the way of nepotism 
and political and legislative manipulations 
and expenditures were more flagrant than in 
the others. The Mutual among the frater- 
nity has always been regarded as the politi- 
cal company. It has been claimed for many 
years that it was on the inside, knew the 
ropes and had machinery in operation that 
would get results. 

Standard Oil Policy Is Pursued. 

Standard Oil has dominated the Mutual 
more or less in shaping its policy. H. H. 
Rogers is on its board. The silence, political 
influence, cold-bloodedness of Standard Oil 
have been manifest to an extent in the Mu- 
tual in its later days. If attacked it sel- 
dom hit back in a public way, but those 
responsible for the onslaught, were they 
large or small, usually met a dire fate. 

The secrecy of the Mutual was amusingly 
caricatured the other day when a prominent 
western company official asked one of Mr. 
McCurdy’s confidential men if there was 
such a personage as R. A. McCurdy or if he 
were a myth. 

From a business standpoint the policy of 
the Mutual has perhaps been successful just 
as in the same way on a much larger scale 
the Standard Oil Company has been suc- 
cessful. Its plans were those adopted by 
many corporate enterprises, but they can- 
not be defended in a life insurance company. 

Commendable Features of the Mutual 

There are many commendable features in 
the old Mutual. It has always had a strong 
actuarial department. Its line of policies is 
extensive and they are popular. It has not 
paid the dividends it could or should, but it 
certainly has given thousands. of liberal set- 
tlements. It has not been technical in its 
treatment of policyholders. They have little 
to complain of so far as carrying out their 
contracts is concerned. 

The Mutual has been one of the great 
missionary and educational forces in the 
field. It has brought into the haven of pro- 
tection a great army, many of whom would 
have remained uninsured. 

Good Must Not Be Overlooked. 

When all the good and all the bad of the 
Mutual are measured up and placed side 
by side, we must admit that the benefits far 
outshine the phases that can be criticized. 
To Mr. McCurdy must be given credit for 
what the Mutual has accomplished. Its faults 
are on the surface; they can easily be lopped 
off. With new methods, more economy, a 
greater amount of publicity, a keener regard 
for the interests of policyholders, the com- 
pany will go on as one of the beneficent 
institutions of the world. 





THE BUSINESS OF LIFE INSURANCE

BANKERS SURETY TO DEVELOP FIELD. 











Cleveland Company Will Give More Attention 
to Smaller Points, Its Large City Organ- 
ization Now Being Excellent. 





The recent retirement of D. A. Macbeth, 
second vice-president and general manager 
of the Bankers Surety Company of Cleve- 
land, who has gone with the National Surety, 
and of Howard H. Burgess, secretary, has 
led to some vague rumors that the company 
contemplates a consolidation or reinsurance 
of some sort. - President Harvey D. Goulder 
has declined to consider any such proposi- 
tions. The new secretary, P. Harvey, 
stated to a representative of THE WESTERN 
UNDERWRITER that the company is laying 
plans to become a greater factor in the surety 
field and hopes to build up a business which 
will be in keeping with its large capital. The 
Bankers has a very fine business in some of 
the larger cities and expects now to organize 
the whole field along the same lines, but 
particularly its home territory of Ohio and 
the middle west. Some additions are being 
made to the home office force of special 
agents, and it is expected that in this way 
better results can be achieved than by the 
employment of an expensive surety man as 
general manager. The company has always 
done a high-class though perhaps a too con- 
servative business and has hardly occupied 
the position that would be expected from a 
company having its large capital and strong 
directorate. It is the largest of the western 
surety companies, having a capital of $500,000, 
and has on its board many of the prominent 
men of Cleveland. No successor to Mr. Mac- 
beth will be elected, but one or two members 
of the board who have made a special study 
of the surety business will give the company’s 
affairs much of their personal attention and 
time. Secretary Harvey will have immediate 
charge of the extension of business. 





ALLIANCE APPOINTS COMMITTEES. 


The Alliance Against Accident Fraud, which 
was recently organized in New York city by 
officials of several traction, railway and cas- 
ualty companies, has entered actively upon the 
work of preventing “fake” claims’ and suits 
against railroads, by appointing committees on 
legislation, medical associations, membership 
and bar associations. 

Interests now identified with the alliance 
last year introduced a bill into the Maryland 
legislation, which was intended to secure 
greater protection against the importunities 
of the ambulance chaser. The bill was well 
received but died in committee; it will be 
presented again at the coming session of the 
legislature, which was intended to secure 
pared for consideration in New York and 
other states.

Following a discussion of family 
affairs, the cashier of the bank and a. di- 
rector were shot by a brother-in-law of the 
former. The murderer then barricaded him- 
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self in the bank’s vault, and before surrender- 
ing destroyed several bundles of currency in 
keeping there. As required by the terms of 
its insurance policy, the bank notified the 
Fidelity & Casualty of the loss, but made no 
claim, the murderer having sufficient property 
from which recovery will be had.

MUST RAISE RATES OR WITHDRAW. 





Travelers’ Liability Office in Letter to Brokers 
Says Some Companies Must Do 
One or the Other. 





The Minneapolis branch office of the Trav- 
elers’ liability department is calling attention 
to its methods of protecting agents and 
brokers. A quotation from the circular let- 
ter is as follows: “Once having placed a 
risk on the company’s books, the broker or 
agent of record is absolutely protected in 
the renewal of that risk unless we receive 
explicit orders from the assured or an ac- 
knowledgment from the broker that he has 
lost the line. Place the business you now 
have with the Travelers before the company 
you are now with is obliged to raise its 
rates or withdraw altogether. Sooner or 
later they will have to do one or the other. 
Most of the companies are making no money 
out of their liability undertakings, and while 
some of them are not yet old enough in 
the business to bring their true loss home 
to their annual statement and show the actual 
loss there, yet none of them can long keep 
up the pretense that they are doing well un- 
der existing conditions.” 

It is said that the branch office system of 
the Travelers is being deprecated by many 
local agents on account of its favors to 
brokers. 





SURETY CHANGES AT CHICAGO. 


Col. James J. Healy, who for twenty-five 
years has been chief deputy clerk of the 
superior court at Chicago, becomes resident 
assistant secretary of the National Surety at 
Chicago and head of the contract bond de- 
partment in the office of Joyce & Co., suc- 
ceeding Walter Faraday, who recently went 
to the Metropolitan Surety. A successor to 
Mr, Faraday as secretary of the incorporated 
agency of Joyce & Co. will be chosen within 
a few days.

refuse to write at a suicidal figure. If some 
reinsurance agreement could be made, this 
official believes it would have a very beneficial 
effect. 





BRANNEN’S PLANS OF ORGANIZATION. 





Sees Much to Be Gained by an Association of 
Casualty and Surety General Agents 
in National Body. 





Casualty and surety men are speculating 
on the project of R..S. Brannen of Denver 
to organize a national association of general 
agents. He represents the Guarantee Com- 
pany of America, ‘U. S. Fidelity & Guaranty 
and Lloyds Plate Glass, and until recently has 
had the Casualty Company of America. His 
casualty and surety business amounts to $40,000 
a year. 

Mr. Brannen thinks the companies will not 
get together for the betterment of the busi- 
ness. He appreciates the demoralization in 
the casualty and surety field, contending that 


the general agents alone can bring about im- , 


proved conditions. If there is to be any- 
thing for the agent in these lines, if the 
business is to be developed profitably and 
permanently, there must be uniform rates. 
Under existing conditions the stability of 
companies is being undermined. 

Mr. Brannen’s plea is to save the business, 
protect the company and the assured. He 
would have an organizer visit the larger 
points and get all the general agents possible 
in line. 





SURETY RATE CONDITIONS. 

To show the fluctuating and uncertain 
character of surety rates an experiment was 
tried in Chicago a few days ago. A rate was 
requested on an administrator’s bond. One 
rate was secured from the office of the com- 
pany, one from a solicitor and one from the 
representative at the probate court, all dif- 
ferent and yet in the same company. 

Surety rate conditions all over the country 
are in very bad shape. The bids made on 
some hazardous classes, contractors for exam- 
ple, are ridiculous. It will take some heavy

This same policy pro- 
vides double benefits in case of disability 
caused by accident in travel by rail or steamer, 
elevator or burning building. A ten-percent 
accumulative feature gives additional popu- 
larity. If the premiums are paid annually, the 
payments are increased 10 percent each year 
until such increase equals 50 percent of the 
amounts originally insured, excepting in cases 
of weekly indemnity. 

The Empire health policy provides against 
most every ill to which mortal flesh is heir, 
and this policy is meeting a very popular 
demand. 

The Empire agents throughout West Vir- 
ginia are a most representative and reputable 
class of men and the company is to be con- 
gratulated upon its most able selection. Every 
agent so far appointed has made good, and 
evidently the Empire policies are making good. 





losses and probably a few more bonding com- 
pany failures to settle the rate conditions. 
There is some talk of requiring a larger 
reserve for surety companies, as insurance 
departments are aware that too heavy liability 
is being carried for the premium charged. 
Some agents in bidding for business offer 
to cut below the lowest bid made and seem- 
ingly are being backed by their companies.

F. & C. CANCELED THE LINE. 


There has been considerable comment in 
Chicago over the various rates quoted on 
the Cummings apartment building. The 
Maryland Casualty had had the business for 
some time and rewrote it on renewal for 
$651. Several bids were secured from com- 
panies ranging from $340 to $390. As there 
were two brokers trying to place the line, one 
or two companies quoted different figures to 
these two brokers. It was finally placed by 
H. W. Overman & Co. in the Fidelity & 
Casualty for $245. Since then the line has 
been canceled by the F. & Overman & 
Co. lost the line and it is now said to have 
been taken by the Frankfort from another 
broker. 





WONDERING WHAT [iR. PERIN WILL DO 





Surety Men Are Interested in New Factor in 
the United States Fidelity & 
Guaranty. 





Surety men are doing some speculating as 
to whether there is to be a change in the 
policy of the United States Fidelity & Guar- 
anty. A couple of weeks ago there was a 
marked upward movement in the company’s 
stock and it was announced that this signi- 
fied nothing, being due merely to large pur- 
chases by Lawrence Perin of Baltimore, who 


is friendly to the administration and has 
been buying stock for investment. 
Lawrence Perin is a young man, son of 


the late Nelson Perin, head of the Baltimore 
traction system. As_ representative of his 
father’s estate Mr. Perin has the control of 
great wealth and is very close to some of the 
largest banking interests in Baltimore, which 
are closely associated with the United States 
Fidelity & Guaranty. Mr. Perin has been 
a director of the surety company for some 
time, but quite recently has become a mem- 
ber of its executive committee. On Nov. 30 
the Baltimore Sun published an article about 
Mr. Perin’s connection with the company, 
from which the following is quoted: 

“When asked if his selection as one of the 
executive committee contemplated change in 
the policy of the company, Mr. Perin said it 
did not and that nothing of a radical character 
is contemplated. It was his intention, he 
pointed out, to make his investment yield as 
much as possible. In this he would urge a 
policy which would bring all the surety com- 
panies closer together and endeavor to have 
them _ establish some uniform rate which all 
would adhere to. This, he thought, would be 
beneficial to all alike and would check the 
cutting which is now generally indulged in and 
which causes only loss and disturbance in the 
business.” 

Evidently Mr. Perin is becoming an influ- 
ential factor in the management of the com- 
pany. The United States Fidelity & Guar- 
anty is one of the greatest drivers for busi- 
ness in the bonding field and at times it has 
not hesitated to accept as inadequate rates as 
any. If Mr. Perin exerts his influence to 
put the business on a better basis and bring 
the companies closer together on rates, he 
may be able to do the business in general a 
very good turn. 





LOSSES ON DEPOSITORY BONDS. 

The losses on depository bonds are caus- 
ing much comment among the surety com- 
panies. Some have put these bonds on the 
prohibited list, while others are making more 
careful selection. The heavy losses have 
called attention to the need of carrying a less 
net line than customary.

HAS NOT TAKEN ACTION YET. 

The Empire State Surety, which some 
months ago decided to enter Illinois for some 
of its casualty lines, has not yet made any 
move in this line. Shortly after reaching the 
decision, the company reinsured the business 
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of the City Trust, Safe Deposit & Surety, 
outside of Pennsylvania, and the work of 
entering a number of new states at once and 
taking over the business swamped the home 
office and precluded giving attention to the 
Illinois field. The company is writing a nice 
bond business in Illinois.

MAY BE A CONSOLIDATION. 


There still continue to be rumors of two 
important eastern surety companies merging. 
It is said that one of these companies now 
practically controls the other. Agents of 
both companies have been receiving significant 
letters as to future arrangements that add 
weight to the rumor.

TWO KINDS OF ADJUSTING. 


A liability manager in referring to adjust- 
ing says that he finds that adjusters who 
settle liability claims are not competent on 
account of their training to handle personal 
accident claims. ‘The liability adjuster deals 
mostly with the laboring class, and in many 
cases it is necessary to be severe in dealing 
with claimants. Some of them are ignorant, 
some are foreigners. 

Personal accident claimants as a rule are a 
much higher grade of men to deal with, 
and the same tactics do not have to be used 
as in liability settlements. This manager 
says he finds his liability adjusters liable to 
irritate and make enemies of personal acci- 
dent claimants. 

++ 
OPINION OF ACCUMULATION FEATURE. 

Regarding the accumulation feature, the Pre- 
ferred says: 

“The question that is uppermost in the minds 
of most accident underwriters to-day is 
whether the present premium rate warrants the 
giving of 10 percent accumulations with each 
yearly renewal. An added liability to death 
claims without any increase in prmium does 
seem unwise—and, we might add, unsafe, if 
— care is not exercised in the acceptance of 
risks. 

“Speaking for the Preferred, will say that 
we believe and, in fact, know that we can 
afford to give the accumulations for each year’s 
renewal. We also believe that this feature 
will keep policies in force if the insured under- 
stands that his policy earns dividend additions. 
Unfortunately, many policyholders overlook the 
accumulations, and frequently allow an agent 
of a competing company to take their risk. 
In several cases recently policies have lapsed 
after 30 percent in accumulations have been 
earned. Agents should be alive to the im- 
portance of the accumulative benefits, and see 
that all of their poicyhoders understand it. 
If this expensive feature does not prevent 
lapses, then there is no» reason for its ex- 
istence.”

WILL DEVELOP OUTSIDE FIELD. 

Fred S. James & Co. of Chicago, Illinois 
state agents of the Casualty Company of 
America, expect to put one man or more on 
the road in the ‘state appointing agents early 
next year. During the past year the most 
attention has been devoted to building up the 
local Chicago business, although a number 
of outside agents have been appointed.

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POINTERS TO LOCAL AGENTS. 

(Continued from Page 8.) 
contract he is in peaceful possession and 
cannot be disturbed by the vendor. The 
vendor can only regain possession by due 
process of law, and then only where the 
vendee has failed in his agreement. Where 
the vendor is the assured in a policy, com- 
plications may follow, and to such an extent 
that a reformation of contract will be neces- 
sary in case of loss. 

In a case where the Home of New York, 
Commercial Union and other companies were 
interested at Pentwater, Mich., it was found 
that the policies were improperly written, 
because the vendor had been made the as- 
sured; the case is one in point, and the 
committee presents it. 

About fifteen years ago the opera house 
at that place was destroyed by fire. This 
property formerly belonged to Neilson, but 
was subsequently sold to Parker under a 
contract. The agent, year after year, con- 
tinued to issue the policy to Neilson, ‘with 
loss, if any, payable to -Parker, the vendee 
under the contract—and each year the pre- 
mium was paid by Parker. At the time of 
the loss it was ascertained that Neilson had 
sold his interest in the contract to a third 
party, and the policies had not been assigned 
nor the companies notified of this sale, and 
it appeared that there was no one to make 
proofs. Parker had complied with all the 
conditions of the contract, and at the time 
of the fire had paid all but a very small sum, 
and had been for years in continuous pos- 
session. Judge Durand of the Home of New 
York gave the case his personal attention 
and prepared an opinion to the effect that 
Parker was the owner of the property, and 
that the policy should have been issued to 
Parker, with loss payable to Neilson, as his 
interest might appear. He fortified his posi- 
tion by several supreme court decisions, and 
by it established the principle that the vendee 
was the sole and absolute owner under an in- 
surance policy. Notice of the sale of Neil- 
son’s contract was unnecessary, and the com- 
panies were liable to Parker, and the poli- 
cies were improperly written. 

Where the policy is issued to the vendor 
and the company has no knowledge that 
he has sold under contract and has given 
possession to another, the policy is void. 
The vendor has an interest similar to the 
mortgagee—he cannot sell premises, no more 
than the mortgagee, but he can sell his in- 
terest in the contract, as the mortgagee can 
sell his interest in the mortgage. The com- 
mittee, therefore, claims that the vendor is 
not the proper person to be the assured in 
an insurance policy. 

Where policies are issued jointly with 
vendor and vendee under a contract, it is 
done to prevent double insurance, though 
the committee feels that it is not necessary, 
and if the proposed rule were adopted it 
would be so considered, as it would to issue 
a policy to owner or to mortgagor and mort- 
gagee as the assured. Both have an in- 
surable interest, but both cannot collect be- 
yond the actual loss, for the insurers could, 
in an extreme case, serve notice to rebuild, 
repair or replace the property damaged or 
destroyed. 

Where the policy is issued to the vendee 
you are recognizing the sole and uncondi- 
tional owner of the property. He has the 
only right to improve the property and ‘to

In the case of Dupreau v. Hibernia Insur- 
ance Company, in 76 Mich., 615, it was de- 
cided: 

First—The ommission of the owner of the 
equitable title to state the nature thereof 
will not void a policy of insurance under 
a condition forfeiting the insurance if the 
interest of the insured is other than the en- 
tire, unconditional, and sole ownership, if 
the fact is not so represented to the company. 

Second—A vendee legally in possession un- 
der a part paid land contract, who is legally 
obligated to pay the balance of the purchase 
price, and to keep the buildings on the land 
insured in favor of the vendor, may be said 
to be the entire, unconditional and _ sole 
owner within the meaning of a policy, pro- 
viding for such ownership as a condition to 
the validity of the policy. 





PATTISON SHOULD RETAIN VORYS. 
(Continued from Page 7.) 
The company is being backed by quite a 
number of leading citizens of Columbus. 
B. F. Reinmund, now with the John Hancock, 
is spoken of as the insurance man. 

The Ohio State was incorporated a few 
days ago and it is understood about seventy 
people have already subscribed for stock. 
H. M. Daugherty, the well-known Republican 
politician, is the attorney. Both companies 
were first conceived by H. P. Angel, formerly 
Ohio state agent of the American Central, 
and later of the Inter-State. It seems that 
Angel and the Midland people parted and 
that Angel then began on another company. 
The success of George W. Richards, vice- 
president of the Inter-State, who has had 
personal charge of the Ohio field, and has 
written many leading men, is said to have 
had some influence in making the backers 
think that the new companies would be a go. 

Speculate as to Attorneys. 

Columbus people are speculating as to 
what attorneys were referred to in a news- 
paper dispatch from New York saying that 
certain Columbus attorneys would be called 
before the life insurance investigating com- 
mittee. M. R. Patterson, who gained unen- 
viable notoriety some years ago as attorney 
for the insurance department, is mentioned, 
as well as ex-Attorney-General Monnett and 
several others. 

There is much gossip in Ohio regarding 
possibilities in legislation. With the wave 
of unrest in the public mind, higher fire 
insurance rates, the eastern life insurance 
scandals, the outbreaks here and there against 
the Ohio Inspection Bureau, all classes of 
companies expect some radical bills. In fire 
insurance an attempt will be made to pass an 
anti-coinsurance law and possibly an attempt 
will be made to put the Ohio Inspection Bu- 
reau out of business. 

In life insurance all sorts of bills are 
looked for. There is some talk of re-enact- 
ing the special deposit law for surety com- 
panies. 

Governor Pattison Expected to Be Friendly. 

The insurance men look for help from 
Governor Pattison. They feel that while he 
cannot actively espouse their cause, yet his 
support can be banked on against drastic 
bills. 

Then, too, the insurance men of Ohio, 
Republicans and Democrats, had quite a hand 
in electing Mr. Pattison. Governor Herrick 
did not set well with them and from one end 
of the state to the other went the word to 
scratch him. Their own votes and influence 
on others made a big following. 

The insurance men, therefore, feel they 
should have the friendly offices of the admin- 
istration and the Democratic legislators. The 
margin in the legislature will be close and the 
condition is favorable. 

Legislation Already Considered at One Meeting. 

The insurance men have already stirred 
up the waters at a conference a few days 
ago at Cleveland, where some leaders gath- 


ered. 

P. W. Ward of Cleveland, manager of the 
Ocean Accident, was elected state senator 
and can be relied on. A move will be made 
to get him chairman of the senate insurance 
committee. 

Altogether the situation in Ohio is not 
considered dangerous and with proper hand- 





ling may emerge without a scar.
